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•'It's just Houston," he was saying earlier. "When 
somebody insists on a full name, I teil them it's Houston 
H.Houston." 

The 'H', he confided, "Stands for Houston." 

Right now the thin, slightly bearded man in the faded 
blue jeans and suede jacket is striding down the late 
afternoon quiet of Atlantic Avenue toward the big 
sundial at Oceanfront and 17th Street, guitar in hand. 

"When I first started this job I ended up walking 
around too much," he says, voice rich and comfortable 
like an old Jim Croce ballad. "But then I found that the 
way to meet people is not necessarily to walk around, 
but to have certain spots who* you go and spend time." 

The sundial is one such spot where people congregate, 
that Houston has discoWed during his year and a half 
as street worker for the Outreach Center. 2022 Atlantic 
Avenue. 

"It seems to be a trend around the country," he 
explains. "Counselors are finding that the people with 
real difficult drug problems aren't necessarily going to 
walk into a clinic and say, 'Here I am, treat me.' It takes 
some amount of innovation to reach those people. ' ' 

limovitlve approach 

For Houston themost productive method of reaching 
people has been to simply make himself available, 
"providing people with an opportunity to help . 
themselves, at a time wh«i they're ready to help 
themselves." 

That means avoiding the recruiting techniques that 
substance abuse counselors may have used in/ the {Mst 
and rq;>lK:ing them with a "groundwork" of trust and 
information. 

During a "personal crisis when a drug abuser may 
have to evaluate his situation," he knows where to find 
help. 

"WecQHld«iaKoutt 
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Thwe was nothing apologetic or tentative about the 
way city manager Geor^ L. Hanbury recommended his 
1970-80 Operating Budget of $170,696,348 to Virginia 
Beach City Council Monday afternoon. 

It was a big budget for a big city with an increase over 
the current budget of $14.8 million. But there was a 
tinge of pride in Hanbury's presentation. In one of the 
fastest growing cities in the country, in a period of 
spiraling infiationj Hanbury appeared satisfied. He had 
contained the city's expenses in a "thin" budget which 
also includes a real estate tax rate reduction, two wage 
increases for city employees and the continuation of all 
city services. 

The six cents per $100 valuation real estate tax 
increase - or 7.5 percent - recommended by Hanbury 
will offset the average increase in assessments of 7.5 
percent. 

The Beach tax rate already is the lowest in the state 
among cities of over 25,000 population. The proposed 
74 cent tax rate will pull the city even farther ahead of 
other cities. 

Owners of more thanhalf the 79,500 parcels in the 
city, or 39,250, had percentage assessment increases of 
less than 7.5 percent and will therefore experience a 
decrease in tax payments, Hanbury said. 

Hanbury. in an earlier briefing session with the press 
said that in the five budgets he has prepared as city 
manager, he has never had to recommend a real estate 
tax increase and has in fact recommended two 
decreases. 

As an example, Hanbury said chat the owner of an 
average home in Kempsville assessed at $43,200 three 
years ago and taxed at the 87-cent tax rate m 1977-78 
paid a total tax bill of $376. With the home assessed at 
$50,000 this year, his bill will be $370 with the new tax 
rate. 

Hanbury said.^however, that he never has been a 
proponent of the real estate tax becaux it hits hardest 
those on fixed incomes.

found that slum landlords did nothing to improve the 
property because they would be charged higher taxes for 
their efforts. 

Hanbury said that he is an advocate of local option 
income tax which is not permitted by the State 
Constitution. 

He said the most 
despised tax is the real 
estate tax. The personal 
property tax can be 
regulated by individuals, 
he said. The purpose of 
government, he said, is to 
provide services which 
people can't provide for 
themselves. The real estate 
tax defeats that purpose 
by working a hardship on 
the people. Also, no 
matter what approach is 
used in assessing property, 
he said, it becomes 
subjective. 

No new programs are 
included in the budget. 

Hanbury listed factors 
reduction as follows: 

• Tourism, which is expected to brInfTn'' 
approximately $14 million in direct taxes compared to 
approximately $12 million this year. 

• More than 5,000 citizens volunteer their time. 
Without their help the budget could possibly be $10 to 
S12 million higher, Hanbury said. 

• New construction - new residential construction 
and new domestic and foreign industries and 
commercial ishopping centers. 

• State assistance - highway maintenance funds will 
increase by $1 .5 "million; the city will receive a one-time 
windfall gain in A.B.C. funds of approximately a half 
million dollars as a result of quarterly rather than

"What I will do for those people is let them know 
who I am and that such a place as Outreach exists," he 
continues.

deals with alcohol, drag problems 
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The battered wife of a young alcoholic 
can no longer cope with her frustrations. 
A middle-aged housewife cannot function 
without twice the ' prescribed Valliums 
each day. A 14 year old alcoholic nurses 
herself to sleep with a bottle of bourbon 
■ every night. 

Drug and alcohol related problems 
seem distant to the crowded beaches, 
[riush hotels and glittering nightlife to 
which thousands of tourists escape every 
summer. But to the organizers, counselors 
and volunteers who provide services for 
the Virginia Beach Comprehensive 
Substance Abuse Program, this city's 
drug abuse problem is very much a part of 
the recreational atmosphere that attracts 
so many. 

"We have as much drug abuse in 
Virginia Beach as you'll find in 
surrounding cities," Mark Hierholzer, 
Functional Supervisor of Direct Services 
for VBCSAP, said in a recent interview. 
"Other cities may have a high degree of 



heroin addicts in the street, but in Virginia 
Beach we have a tremendous number of 
young people abusing alcohol." 

It was the increase of alcohol among 
young people that led the Virginia 
General Assembly to amend Chapter 10 
of its State Code in 1976, combining 
efforts and funding of drug with aloriiol 
abuse programs. 

The term "substance abuse" means the 
use of any addictive substance. 

Hierholzer confirms that there is 
currently less age differentiation amoung 
drug and alcohol abusers than during the 
"drug panic" of the late 60's and early 
70's. 

"Recently I treated a 14 year old<girl 
who would drink a fruitjuice glass of 
vodka every morning before she went to 
school," he said. "She would down a six- 
pack or two during lunch and nurse 
herself to sleep with a bottle of bourbon 
eyery night. We have kids in grade school 
using pot and kids in every level of high 
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school using any combination of drugs . 

"There are housewives who just cannot 
function without their Vallium or 
Librium," Hierholzer adds, emphasizing 
that "abuse of illegal and prescribed 



drugs that used to go on almost 

exclusively on the street has been 

absorbed by the community at large."

Presort cuts costs for local businesses 
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A number of Virginia Beach businesses are saving big 
dollars these days by taking advantage of the Presort 
First Gass Mail pri^ram offered by the U.S. P<»tal 
Service. The program allows bunnesses with kuie first 
class mailings to send them at a cheaper rate than the 
usual 1 5 cents per letter. 

TTiat explains why you may have been receiving things 
like bank statements and tax notices with 13 cents 
pcKtage. 

According to L.C. Chalk, manager of retail sal« and 
services at the Norfolk Seconal C^ter of the U.S. Post 
Offi(x. about SO area trasinoses use Presort presoitly.

arrives. "It saves, us time and speeds the mail," says 
Chalk. "The savings are passed back to the customer.'^ 

And the savings are substantial. In 1977 more than 
5,000 companies nationwide saved 21 million dollars on 
their First Class Mail costs. In 1978 more than $M 
million was saved. 

Local businesses using Presort have some good things 
to say about it. 

Larry Harcom, cashier at the Bank of Virginia Beach 
reports that the bank uses Presort for its quarterly 
mailings. "We've been using it since the bank opened in 
1976. I'd say it saves u $200-300 each mailing, or 
$1,000-1.2008 year. 

"As a little bank we aren't able to use Presort fcM- our 
customer statements at this time. Three or four pec^e 
are involved in sorting the mail back down by zip coCkes. 
We can't hold it for a week to resort it ~ custtmiers 
expect their statements on time. However, we can time 
our quarterly mailings in advance." 

Vince Yavorosky, marketing director for Virginia 
B«di Navy Federal Credit Union says they've been 
using Presort ever since they had a mailing machine put 
in a ]war ago. 

"In a 20.000 piece mailing, 17,000 are iwesorted," he 
says. "Ninety percent of our share draft «x»unts are 
sent out by Presort."

There is a certain political irony in 
ress' sudden interest in sacrificing the 
.3 billion revenue-sharing program for the 
on the altar of fiscal austerity. It's as 
igh Congress, harried by the mounting 
from state capitals to balance the 
budget, is threatening to show the 
provinces that the budget-cutting knife is two- 
edged. 

But on refl^rtion, both Congress and the 
states may find that this particular form of 
revenue sharing can be pared sharply or even 
eliminated without undue pain and with 
potential benefit for the taxpayer. 

As Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine, 
noted just the other day, the states' collective 
budget surplus for 1978 was $29 billion. With 
that kind of money piling up in state capitals 
from Sacramento to Richmond, the case for 
retaining Washington's $2.3 billion revenue 
sharing program is suspect indeed. 

The pertinent question is, "The majority of 
states have budget surpluses so why should we 
support them when we have a deficit? ' ' 

A better case, or at least a genuine need, can 
be established for maintaining federal revenue 
sharing for cities and local governments. Many 
hard-pressed cities and metropolitan counties 
now rely on these funds to make ends meet.

Do you expect to receive a pension based on your job 
with a Federal, State, or local government agency that is 
not covered by social security? And have you also been 
counting on getting dependent or survivor benefits on 
the social security record of your husband or wife wh(»e 
work is covered? 

If your answer to both questions is "yes," you should 
be aware of a change in the social security law called the 
"public pension offset." It can reduce or eliminate the 
amount of the benefit you hope to get on your spouse's 
record. While many people won't be affected until 
December 1982, you should know about the new rule 
now so you can plan ahead for retirement. 

When the offset applies, the amount of your 
dependent or survivor benefit is reduced - dollar for 
dollar -- by the amount of your public pension. If your 
monthly pension is $^X) and your potential wife's or 
husband's benefit is $230, for example, ymi w<wld get 
only $30 as a wife or husband ($230-$200). 

Keep in mind that the offset will not affect you if y(»ir 
Federal, State, or local government job is covered by 
social security on the last day you work. And yoa can 
receive retirement or disability checks on your own 
social security record with no reduction. In additkm, 
any other payments you re<»ive - such as water's 
compensation, black lung, VA. etc. ~ are not sub^ to 
the offset. 

There is still another major exception to the offsti. It 
is designed to help some people who will recdve a 
government pension before December 1^2, or who ue 
eligible to receive one by then whether or not tNy 
actually apply. Most of these people either aie already 
retired or are nearing retirement and have counts on 



getting both benefits. It would be difficult for them to 
readjust their retirement plans at this late stage because 
of the offset. 

If you are • man, you also have to be digible for a 
government pension by De^mber 1982 to avoid tiK 
offset. In a(fatttion, your wife must have been providi^ 
at least one^f of your support at the time you apply 
for husband's benefits on her social security record. 

It should be noted that a March 1977 Supreme Court 
decision ruted that men no longer have to prove 
dependency tt> get monthly benefits on a wife's social 
security reoxii. This is still true for most men whose 
jobs are covered under social security but not so for men 
who have n(Mi-covered government jobs.

annual distribution of profits. The money, however, is 
still not sufficient to provide for the programs 
mandated by the General Assembly. 

The actual increase over the current budget is 9.49 
compared to projected inflation of 9 percent the 
population increase is expected to be five percent. 

nanbury proposes a raise and benefit package for 
enfcloyees which will amount to a 6.6 percent increase, 
coirhmensuraie with what school personnel are 
receiving.

The Fire Department has five new 

fire fighters, two fire inspectors and a fire education 

specialist. 

The opening of the Virginia Beach Recreation Center 
at Bow Creek and the expansion of programs at the 
Recreation Center in Kempsville and Bayville Farms 
Park account for the increases in personnel in this 
department. 

In his budget, Hanbury also recommends the 
elimination of mosquito control districts so that the 
same real estate tax rate is imposed throughout the city 
except for the Virginia Beach fiorough which will pay 73 
cents per S 100 valuation. The agreement made in 1963 
at the time of the merger of Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County requires payment of a special tax until 
there are sufficient reserves to pay off the pre-merger 
debts. The Borough has reached this point. By 1983 the 
tax rate has to be uniform throughout the city. At 
present, taxpayers in mosquito control districts pay an 
additional two cents per S 100 valuation. 

Hanbury said that as long as Virginia Beach continues 
to diversify its tax base and spread out the cost to as 
many people as possible, the city's future will be bright. 
"I hope some city manager some day, does away with 
the real estate tax," he said. The only way that he would

do it, he said, is to have the General Assembly permit 
local income taxes. 

He said the budget does not lend itself to across the 
|>oard reductions and that if council wanted to reduce 
the budget he would prefer being given a total figure. "I 
hope I won't have to cut anything," he said. 

Hanbury, although optimistic about the city's future, 
expressed some concerns. Iliey are: 

• The uncertainty over the CETA program. 

• Enei^y. Last year the city consumed 1,676,370 
gallons of gasoline, S20,622,229 kilowatt hours Of 
electricity, and 422,614 gallons of heating oil. 

In 1983 the city's contract with VEPCO expires. 
Under the contract the dty pays one cent per kilowatt 
hour while the going price is three cents. 

The city is also uncertain about the effect of the 
higher price of gas on tourism. 

• Inflation 

Hanbury also expressed concern about school impact 
funds. President Carter did not include in the funds 
students of military personnel who live off base. 
Hanbury said that each president wants to get rid of the 
impact funds while each Congress refuses. 

Education is the largest single expenditure in the 
budget with a total of $7 1 million in operations and SS.S 
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million in school debt costs. The overall percentage 
increase is 7.34 percent but the local increase is 11.56 
percent. " 

Contributing to the increase is the opening of Green 
Run High School, Indian Lakes Elementary and: 
expanded programs at the Career Development Center. 

Under general government, the latest percentage of 
increase in municipal operations is in Boards and 
Commissions - 55.67 percent because mosquito control 
costs have been absorbed in the budget. Total mosquito 
control costs are $606,263. 

The next largest increase is in General Services - 
24.57 percent to provide for new personnel to maintain 
new municipal buildings - operations building, new 
wing to the Administration Building, Recreation at Bow 
Creek, Bendix Road refuse facility, opening of Rose 
Hall, Davis Corner Fire Station, and the addition of 250 
water and sewer pumping stations requiring 
maintenance. 

Hanbury said all revenues during the current year 
have been above estimates so that the city will end the 
year with approximately $12 million in working mpital.

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TBA builders now required to offer HOW warranty 



Chamber supports 
boulevard development 
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The first column I wrote for this newspaper 
- concerned the Home Owners Warranty (HOW) 
program, which offers 10 years of protection for new 
homes. Since that time, developments of interest to 
every new home consumer in Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake have prompted me to write about HOW 
again. A bit of background first. 

Last fall, as part of an ambitious marketing campaign 
to promote HOW through consumer education and 
new-builder registrations, the Tidewater HOW Council 
made a commitment to a goal of HOW coverage on 100 
percent of the new homes offered for sale in Tidewater. 
At th^ present time, 60 percent of the Tidewater new 
home market is being protected by HOW. The figure 
• for Virginia Beach alone is even higher— 71 percent. 
And while these percentages are above the national 
average. Tidewater Builders Association, with whom 
HOW is affiliated, wasn't satisfied. As a consequence, 
the association recently initiated a by-laws change which 
has far-reaching implications* for the consumer. 

A TBA builder member, building residential homes 
for sale, is now required to meet the standards of, and 
become registered in, the HOW prc^ram in order to 
retain his TBA membership. 

Further, any builder seeking membership in TBA 
must qualify for and join HOW as a necessary 
prerequisite. At the present time, TBA has 209 builders 
of which approximately 160 are HOW builders. The 
"remaining 50 or so TBA builders will have until their

HOW. Builders who cannot meet the standards of 
HOW, or who do not wish to join, will not be permitted 
to renew their TBA membership. 

TBA is one of the first builders associations in the 
United States making HOW membership mandatory for 
its members. 

The requirements to join HOW are exacting. A 
builder must make application to the local HOW 
Council and demonstrate technical competence, build to 
approved, delineated HOW standards, and possess a 
sound financial and customer refations reputation. 
Once approved, he must offer the warranty on every 
home he builds front) that day forward. He pays a 
premium of $2 per SlOOO^f the selling price of the 

_ Jioused of $60^000. HOW insurance ccats just $120. 
The warranty combines the builder's guarantees, a 
national insuror and a federally-approved conciliation 
and arbitration system. In the first year of ownership, 
the builder warrants the workmanship, materials, and 
structure of the home. 
In 'the second year, he warrants the mechanical

systems to perform as designed, and also the wiring, 
ductwork, piping, and the structure of the home. 

In the third through the tenth years, the structure of 
the home is warranted by a national insurance company 
which also backs up the builder's warranty during the 
first two years. If for any reason the builder fails to live 
up to his responsibilities in the first two years, the 
insurance carrier will step in and assume the liability. 

The' unique conciliation and arbitration features of 
the program allow for the settlement of disputes 
between builder and buyer outside the courtroom thus 
saving all concerned time and money. 

Much interest bias been expressed in new home 
warranties of late. The state of Virginia recently passed 
warranty legislation during the last session of the 
General Assembly. 

The Federal Trade Commission has expressed interest 
in the need for warranty protection for all new home 
buyers. The FTC concedes that the HOW program is an 
excellent one, but points out that builder participation 
in most areas is voluntary and not all builders are 
registered. 

While TBA's membership does not include every 
homebuilder active in the Tidewater area, it does 
include the vast majority. Within a year's time, when 
100 percent of the TBA builder membership will be 
enrolled in HOW, a great deal of consumer pressure will 
undoubtedly be brought to bear on the remaining ar^

Energy tax credKs explahwd

Energy - a precious commodity! To encourage the 
conservation of it, the federal Energy Tax Act of 1978 
allows taxpayers to claim tax credits on their federal 
income tax returns for the installation of certain energy 
conserving products. However, the Better Business 
Bureau advises consumers that there are restrictions on 
what products are eligible for tax credits, who is eligible 
and what percentages of expenditures can be credited 
against tax liability. 

Do not be misled to believe that the government will 
pay the entire bill for installing energy saving features. 
Credits are limited by the Act to only a portion of 
expenditures, and the law is quite explicit as to what 
items are or are not eligible for credit. 

What percentage? 

The Act allows taxpayers to claim on their federal 
income tax return a tax credit for the installation of 1) 
energe conserving products or components, including 
residential insulation and other energy saving measures, 
with a credit of 15 percent of the first $2,000 ex[>ended - 
not to exceed S300; and 2) renewable energy source 
products, including residential solar, geothermal or 
wind energy equipment, with a credit of 30 percent of 
the first $2,000 and 20 percent of the next $8,000 - not to 
exceed $2,200. 

General rcqairements • who, what, when 

Eligible energy conserving products or components 

and renewable energy source products must meet the 

following requiremmts of the Act: 1) the original use of 

the item b^ns with the taxpayer, 2) the item can be 

expected to remain in operation for at least 3 years (in 

the case of insulation, storm windows, etc.) or 5 years 

(in the case of solar, geothermal and wind energy items), 

and 3) the item meets the performance and quality 

standards (if any) which have been prescribed in 

regulations issued by the Secretary of the Treasury and 

•re in effed at the time of the taxpayer's acquisition of 

the item. 

Remember that any adveitiser or seller's claim that 
"all hcmieowners are eligible," or similar terms, are not 
accurate. The tax credit allowed under the Act is 




conditioned, among other things, on the fact that the 
taxpayer's dwelling is used as a principal residence 
(main home occupied, not a summer or vacation home), 
and construction of the residence was substantially 
completed before April 20, 1977. 

EUgibIc item, Bon-eHgibie Hens 

Items eligible under the Act fcfTtax credit are: I) 
insulation for ceilings, walls, floors, roofs, water 
heaters, etc.; 2) exterior storm or thermal windows or 
doors; 3) caulking or weatherstripping for exterior 
windows or doors; 4) a furnace replacement burner 
which reduces the amount of fuel used; 5) a device to 
make flue openings (for a heating system) more 
efficient; 6) an electrical or mechanical furnace ignition 
system which replaces a gas pilot; 7) an automatic 
energy-saving setback thermostat; 8) a meter which 
displays the cost of energy usage; 9) solar oiergy 
equipment (e.g., collectors, rockbeds, heat exchangers) 
that transforms sunlight into heat or electricity for 
heating or cooling a residence or providing hot water; 
10) geothermal enei^ equipment that distributes the 
natural heat in rocks or water; II) wind energy 
equipment that uses wind to produce energy in any form 
(generally electricity) for residential purposes; and 12) 
any other item that the Secretary of the Treasury 
specifies by r^ulation as increasing the energy 
efficiency of a residence. 

Items designated by the Energy Tax Act as not 
qualifying for tax credit are: 1) carpeting: 2) drape; 3) 
wood i^neling; 4) exterior siding; 5) heat punqj; 6) 
wood, peat or hydrogen fueled residential equi|»nent; 7) 
fluorescent replacement lighting system; 8) equipment 
using wind energy fm transportation; 9) expenditures 
for a swimming pool used as an energy storage medium; 
and 10) greenhouses. 

The Better Business Bureau reminds consumers to 
always deal with a reimtable firm when buying energy 
conserving producu. Be sure the contract is completely 
filled out. including an accurate description and 
identification of iHiat was installed. Keep sales receipts 
and copies of contracts to substantiate tax credit cteims 
in future yeare. Atlf qMsfions concerning energy tax 
credits should be directed to the local internal Revenue 
Service.

New textbooks recommended for adoption for use in 
the public schools of Virginia Beach beginning next fall 
will be placed on public display at various locations 
throughout the city on April 9. 

The texts will be displayed at each of the five branches 
of the Virginia Beach Public Library from April 9 
through 12. Additionally, the books will be displayed at 
the School Administration Building at Princess Anne 
from April 9 until the regular School Board mating on 
April 17, at 2 p.m. 

The School Board will act on the adoption 
recommendation from the Department of Instructional 
Services at that meeting. Should the texts be adopted, 
they will remain in use at least through June 30, 1985. 

The books under consideration were proposed by 
curriculum committees in each subject field, after a 
thorough review by teachers in the various subjects 
throughout the school division. Those committees are 
comprised of parents, teachers, students, and school 
administrators who meet on a regular basis. Procedures 
set by the State Board of Education for local adoption 
of textbooks have been followed in the selectiort of the 
recommended books. The Virginia Beach Public 
Schools Department of Instructional Services has 
recommended to the School Board each committee's 
iflrst choice for adoption. 

During the six-year adoption period all texts are 
routinely reviewed and evaluated. Texts recommended 
for adoption this year are in the subject Tields of 
Business Education, Foreign Languages, Language 
Arts, and Social Studies.

some kind of icebreaker," Houston says. "Mugic 
is^a goodtmc, something you can relate to.'* 

Houston, a native of Marysville, Ohio, began playing 
guitar while attending junior school there. He received a 
business degree through the Ohio State University Naval 
ROTC Program and served as a Naval fiight officer 
"for four years, lOmonthsand 16days." 

Having spent time in the nival facility at Dam Neck, 
Houston returned to Virginia Beach "for a visit" but 
has "ended up staying for I guess four or five years 
now." 

He held a variety of jobs before becoming a street 
worker for the Outreach Center. 

"1 always wanted to do something for people besides 
take their money," he says. "So 1 was pleased with the 
opportunity to try a job like this." 

Music is one ability Houston has incorporated into 
streetwork, using not only as a conversational 
"icebreaker" but a minbr counseling tool as well. 

But music is not as constant or necessary an aspect of 
Houston's job as the ability to "know when to keep 
things confidental." 

"What really seems to work is not now nice a building 
you're in or how many desks and telephones you have," 
he says. "It's whether or not you can develop some real 
person to person bonds that people will trust and are 
willing to work with." 

Houston's "consistancy" in dealing with clients on . 
the street has helped overcome new contact's suspicions 
that because he works for a "city run drug abuse 
agency" he is a social worker or a narcotics officer. 

Word of mouth among friends and clients has proved 
to be the most effective "ice breaker" for Houston. 

"But sometimes I have to get pretty adament about 
it," he says, raising his voice for effect. "I say, 'No I'm 



not a narc and I'm not a social worker and don't you 
every say that to me again . " ' 

"You can't just go out there and expect to have 
people's trust, you have to earn it," he adds. "The first 
time 1 shared any information with the police I'd be 
dead as far as being a vital, functioning kind of street 
worker." 

Houston sees alcohol as the most "consistently 
abused drug in Virginia Beach" but adds that "just 
about any drug you can name will come to Virginia 
Beach from time to time b^ause we have people commg> 

mn^idge ofdrv^ 

dangers of substances like PCP, a drug which Houston 
does not see as being "overwhelmingly popular" in 
Virginia Beach, has lessened some aspects of the 
substance abuse problem. 

"But don't get the idea that the drug problem is 
solved," he says. "We still have a whole lot of people 
who for one reason or another have a whole lot of 
problems with drugs." 

Because of scheduling at Outreach, Houston 
currently spends half of his 40 hour workweek "on the 
street." He has limited himself to work "in the Beach 
borough" because "it's the kind of thing where people 
have to count on seeing you with some amount of 
regularity." 

"That doesn't mean that all the substance abusers are 
on 17th Street," he says, emphasizing that "they're 
pretty much where the population is. 1 thought it would 
be nice to reach all of those people in Kempsville and 
Princess Anne, but I could see the danger of spreading 
myself too thin." 

Houston sees the fact that the streetwork program 
"doesn't really serve the whole community of Virginia 
as probably the biggest and most valid critisism Virginia 
Beach residents could have." 

"I'd like to see the program expanded," he says. "To 
have some volunteer streetworkers who could maybe 
put in 20 hours a week. I'd like to see some younger 
people involved too." 

As Houston leaves the sundial he is greeted by an old 
acquaintance from the street. The conversation is warn 
and friendly: an old friend back for another fast paced 
summer in Virginia Beach, and Houston laying the- 
groundwork for 
avenues open.

Comprehensive Drug Abuse Program 
combined with Community Alcohol 
Treatment Services to form the Virginia 
Brach Comprehensive Substance Abuse 
Program in an effort to "deal with the 
substance abuse problem in Virginia 
Beach on a broader scale." 

VBCSAP now includes a DUI 
component, which provides up to nim 
months of treatment and education for 
problem drinkers and alcoholics 
convicted of drunk driving. 

A jail program, which also merg«l with 
the substance abuse program in 1977, 
offers counseling and treatment to 
selected inmates arrested fen- drug related 
crim». 

Community Alcohol Service, 1168 
First Cdonial RcMd, provides long term, 
on*going counseling for alcoholics, 
problem drinkers and thdr funilies.

maintenance programs are available 
through the Outreach Center, 2022 
Atlantic Avenue, on an individual out- 
patient tasis. More severe withdrawal cases 
are referred to other programs with in- 
patient facilities. 

Medical Services, serving mainly as a 
backup for counselors who feel thdr 
<;lients may need medical attention, a 
counseling service and a crisis interventbn 
'hotline' also operate from the Outreach 
location. 

"Because we are a crisis oriented 
program we tend to deal with all kinds of 
problems, though our intent is to deal 
with substance abuse crisis," Hierhoi»r 
said. "We get everything, frcrni people 
who don't have a place to stay that night 
to family squabbles to physchiatric 
problems. We take care of what we can 
and try to refer othei^ to agencies better 
«]uy)ped to handle their problems." 

Tidewater Psychiatric Institute, 



Interact Social Services and other 
specializing agencies in the Tidewater area 
also provide crisis intervention hotlines. 

The Virginia Beach Comprehensive 
Substance Abuse Program may deal with 
over 2000 Virginia Beach residems each 
year, not including the up to 500 contracts 
a month made through the crisis hotline. 
But Hierholzer feels thai Virginia Beach 
does not have adequate facilities to deal 
with its substance abuse problem. A 



residential drug program or halfway 
house is non-existant in Virginia Beach. 

"The Comprehensive Substance Abuse 
Program is the only public substance 
abuse program in Virginia Beach," he 
said. "Many people are not aware of how 
big the drug and alcohol problem is 
here."

"Home gardens and buying directly from farmers 
through 'pick-your-own,' roadside stands, and farmer's 
markets can help reduce food costs for many 
consumers," Commissioner S. Mason Carbaugh of the 
Virginia Department of Agriculture and Consumer 
Services says. 

Carbaugh pointed out that now is the time to plan 
and begin a vegetable garden. He added, "I know from 
personal experience that money can be saved even with a 
small garden, and there are savings too with pick-your- 
own fruits, roadside stands, and farmer's markets. 
Since all of these methods offer freshness as a bonus to 
savings, I think consumers have much to gain by taking 
advantage of them." 

According to VDACS home economists, home 
canning and freezing will not only preserve fruits and 
vegetables for later use, but it will help preserve the 
savings from home gardens, pick-your-own, roadside 
stands, and farmer's market produce. The home 
economists, who regularly check food prices, agree that 



fruit and vegetable prices are always lowest when locally 
grown produce is abundant . 

Information about home canning, freezing and 
preserving is available free from the Virginia Beach 
Department of Agriculture or by writing Marketing 
Services, Division of Markets. VDACS, 203 N. 
Governor Street, Richmond, Virginia 23219. 

The Virginia Department of Agriculture and 
Consumer Services Division of Markets publishes yearly 
guides to pick-your-own growers and has a list of 
farmer's markets to assist <^nsumers. 

A "Small Fruit Pick-Your-Own Guide" soon will be 
available free by writing the Division at the above 
address. This guide will give locations and information 
about farmers offering pick-your-own services for 
strawberries, blueberries, raspberries, and blackberries. 
Strawberries will be ready for picking about mid-May; 
blueberries and raspberries will start in mid- June with 
another type of raspberry in early August; and 
blackberries will be ready in late July.

Cultural pmctices for bean.s 

Beans grown for the pod, such as green snapbeans, 
are the most common. However, some beans are grown 
primarily for the bean itself and not the pod, for 
example, lima beans and edible soybeans. 

The bush snapbean is the mosi popular because of iis 
early maturity and because it requires less space. 

First plantings should be made after danger of the last 
killing frost in (he spring. Beans planted in cold soil 
grow slower and arc more susceptible to rotting. Plant 
several crops of bush snapbeans two to three weeks, 
aparj until August 1. 

Soils should be moderately fertile. Eitcess nitrogen 
will produce large plants but few beans. 

Plant bush snapbeans in rows 24 to 30 inches apart or 
in be^. Seeds should J^^jij^glfd two inches apart and 
one l(^ne and one-half inches deep. It will usually take 
about one pound of seed to plant 100 ft. of row, - 
depending upon the variety and type of beans planted. 

Bean roots grow close to ihc surface of the soil, so 
cultivation should be limited to the top one inch of soil 
lo prevent damage to roots. Beans sulTer from drought 
easily, so water during the growing season especially at 
bloom and pod-seiiing, if no rain has occurred within I 
week.

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Beach mobile home ordinance leaves 
City Council's questions unanswered

Virginia Beach farmer Frank T. Williams goi the 
benefit of the doubt and was granted what he asked 
under a fuzzy mobile home ordinance. 

And there were many doubts as to the meaning of the 
ordinance which started out, as a provision to allow a 
farmer to provide housing for farm employees. 

At Monday afternoon's City Council meeting where 
Williams' application was approved, there were as many 
interpretations of the ordinance as people who read it. 

Council had already acknowledged the inadequacies 
of the ordinance by sending it back to the Planning 
Commission for reconsideration. In the meantime, 
there was Williams, who had done all the right things 
under the law to locate ten mobile homes on a 2.28-acre 
parcel on the north side of Munden Road, east of 
Morris Neck Road in Pungo Borough. 

After he was denied the application by a vote of 6-5, 
Williams said that he had taken 18 months to get that 
far. What would it take to put a subdivision on the 
property? * 

The ordinance permits a farmer to locate a maximum 
of ten trailers on his property for farm workers 
provided he has at least 250 contiguous acres. Williams 
owns 750 contiguous acres. 

The ordinance is so broad, however, that it is unclear 
whether a farmer can erect ten mobile homes for every 
250 acres or whether to include in the ten maximum 
mobile homes which existed before the ordinance and

Engine knock

Automobile engines generally have four, six or eight 
cylinders. Each cylinder has a piston inside which moves 
up and down. As the piston moves down a gasoline/air 
mixture is admitted to the cylinder. As the piston moves 
back up it squeezes, or compresses, the mixture. Just 
before the piston approaches the top of its stroke, the 
spark plug fires and the mbcture ignites. When a portion 
of the mixture explodes spontaneously before the spark 
plug fires, engine knock occurs. The higher thei 
coni^gign ratio (the measure of how much the piston 
coraireggi jthe gaa^ne/air mixture in the cylinder) the 
greihr^ietemtimeytifthe a^iie to Inodc. 

The "octane rating" or grade of gasoline is a measure 
of its resistance to engine knock, which decreases engine 
power and fuel economy, and if allowed to continue can 
damage engine parts. The higher the grade, the more the 
gasoline will resist this problem. In general, premium 
gasolines have the highest octane rating, regular lies in 
the middle, and economy and certain of the low-leads lie 
in the lowest range. 

Choosing the right grade 

The car must be in good inechanical condition and 
tuned to factory specifications. If cither is ignored, tests 
for the proper grade of gasoUne can be inaccurate and 
fuel will be used inefficiently by the engine. Wait until 
the gas tank is almost empty and then fill it up with the 
grade (premium, regular or other) of gasoline 
recommended by |he car's owner's manual. Drive a few 
miles until the engine is warmed up and then come to a 
complete stop. Now accelerate hard. If the engine 
knocks or pings, use up the tank and refill with the next 
higher grade. Repeat the accelerationltest. If the engine 
does not knock this is the correct octane for the engine. 
If it does knock, see a mechanic. The engine probably 
needs to be adjusted. 

If the engine does not knock on the recoinmended 
grade use up the tank and refill it with the next lower 
grade. Repeat the acceleration tat. If the engine 
knocks, the lower grade is inadequate and the 
recommended grade should be used. 

Changing conditions affect octane requirements. The 
car's age, heavy loads or low humidity may increase the 
engine's tendency to knock. Also remember that it is 
unwise to use a grade of gasoline too high for the 
engine. It will not increase the engine's efficiency, 
power or mileage and is a waste of money. 

Other factors affecting mikafe 

Underinflated tires decrease fuel economy so check 
the tire pressure at least once a month. For those who do 
a lot of driving, consider buying radial tires. They can 
increase mileage, but never mix radial tires with other 
tire types. Make sure the wheels are properly aligned, 
brakes arc adjusted correctly and the oil and oil filters 
are changed at the recommended intervals. 

Improved driving habits can increase a car's mileage. 
Accelerate slowly, except when entering high-speed 
traffic lanes or when passing. Avoid unnecessary 
braking and anticipate traffic ahead. Drive at moderate 
speeds; as speed increases so does wind resistance. Drive 
at steady speeds. Avoid excessive Idling. Don't pump 

the accelerator or race the engine. Only use air 

conditioning equipment when necessary. 
The Better Business Bureau reminds consumers that 

the efficient use of gasoline is their responsibility. Keep 

the car properly maintained, use the correct grade of 

gasoline and drive conservatively.

"waterfront access program." 
— The funds were to be used to develop the Coast Guard 
Station at 24th Street as a model beach access facility 
and to study other locations on the Atlantic Ocean and 
Chesapeake Bay beaches for similarly improved beach 
access points. 

The grant will be lost when the Government 
terminates fiinding of all coastal resources management 
projects in Virginia effective April 30 because the state 
is not making satisfactory progress in developing its 
Coastal Resources Management Program. 



Council Monday afternoon approved a resolution 
requesting the government to restore the funding. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that the city 
has already employed a consultant for the project. The 
action seems punitive, Hanbury said^ while council has 
been , a stauncfi supporter of (he coaxal n w o itirc e s 
management concept and on March 26 adopted its own 
IZTOastline Management Ordinance.

Beach fights private utilities rate hike, 
enters case before State Corporation Commission 



Attempts by two private utilities companies to 
increase rates and fees will be fought by the City of 
Virginia Beach. 

City Council Monday afternoon voted to enter the 
case before the State Corporation Commission as a 
protestant. 

Kempsville and County Utilities have applied to the 
Commission for an increase in rates to S30 a quarter and 
for permission to charge a connection fee of $270 when 
the private systems hook on to the Hampton Roads 
Sanitation District. 

The hook-up fee would be payable in cash in 30 days 
or in quarterly installments of S|1.70. The utilities 
companies also want to charge $100 for a reconjtection 
fee. 
, The city has refused to purchase the utilities at the 



asking price of $4.3 million. . 

Over 2,000 homes are in the service areas which also 
include some public schools. 

Users of Kempsville Utilities are now paying 
approximately $18 quarterly and County Utilities users 
are paying somewhat less. The increased rates will bring 
the rates in line with the city charges. 

However, Councilwoman Meviera Oberndorf said 
that the connection charge would be an attempt by the 
companies to pay twice. Residents originally paid to 
hook up to the private sewage plant and would in effect 
be paying again when the companies connect with the 
HRSD. 

A public hearing will be held by the SCC on April 23 
at 10 a.m. in Richmond. Utilities users are organizing 
opposition to the requests.

Wiping down tables and refilling sugar bowls marks 
the end of a shift for many waiters and traitresses. Other 
tip-earners never see a dish rag or condiment during the 
workday. 

But there is least one sight shared by all who earns 
tips. It's the quarters and dimes waiting to be counted. 

Attached to those stacks of coins, is the responsibility 
to File a report for any month where tips totalled more 
thdn $20. The tip report, according to the Internal 



Keep tax records 



Federal law requires a taxpayer to keep the necessary 
records to prepare a complete and accurate income tax 
i;eturn. You must also keep your records for as long as 
their contents may be material in administering any 
Internal Revenue law. 
Records to keep — 

• rewlpts, cancelled checks and other evidence to prove 
amounts claimed as deductions; 

• any documents to prove an overpayment of tax if a 
claim for refund is made; 

• copies of tax returns filed. 
How Ions to keep records — 

• Records that support an item of income or a deduction 
must be kept until the statute of limitations for the 
return expires (three years from the date the return 
was due or filed, or two years from the date the tax 
was paid, whichever occurs later). 

• Other records, that concern income averaging or 
property transactions — purchase of a home, for 
example — must be kept for as long as they are 
material. 

• Cc^ies of tax returns filed should be kept since they 
may be helpful in preparing future returns. 

• Additional information is contained in IRS 
Publication S52, Rccordkecpliig Reqnimnciits aatf a 
Guide to Tax Pnbllcatiou, available free from local 
IRS offices by using the mail-order form in your tax 
package. 



Revienue Service, should be filed with the employer so 
that the proper amount of Federal income and social 
security taxes can be withheld. Employers who withhold 
the proper amounts can save their employees from the 
shock of facing major and often unexpected tax bills at 
the end of the year. 

Failure to report tips to an employer can complicate 
the task of filing a tax return and result in a sizable 
penalty at tax time. If a report has not been filed, 
chancxs are that social security taxes have not been 
withheld. A tip earner in this situation must complete 
not only the standard Form 1040 but also Form 4137. 
The top earner will be required to send along any social 
security taxes due. 

Although no law requires a daily recording of tips, 
many tip earners have discovered that daily tallies make 
filing the monthly tip report easier. To facilitate the 
recordkeeping effort, the Internal Revenue Service 
offers both daily and monthly report forms to tajqjayers 
who want them. The forms, Series 4070. are designed so 
that It's possible to keep running records of tips and, at 
the same time, distinguish between tips earned as cash 
and tips earnwl on charge receipts. It's a distinction that 
is necessary when filing a monthly report with the 
employer. 

The deadline for filing the report is the 1 0th day of 
the month unless it falls on a Saturday, Sunday or legal 
holiday. If that happens, an extra day is allowed. The 
report should cover the preceding month if more than 
S20.00 was earned. 

Ordinarily an employer withholds taxes on tips from 
the regular wages before the regular paycheck is made 
out. Sometimes, however, taxes on tips amount to more 
than the regular wages. In this case, the employer can 
only withhold the proper amount if the employee 
provides the extra funds to cover withholding. If an 
employee in this situation decides not to give the 
employer additional funds to cover taxes, the 
employee's alternative is to file estimated tax returns 
throughout the year, thus paying taxes directly to the 
Internal Revenue Service. This procedure is explained in 
Publication 50S. tax Withholding and Declaration of 
Eitimtcd Tax, which can be ordered or picked up from 
the local Internal Revenue office.

The IRS tries to make 
the tax forms and 
instructions less 
. complicated so that more 
taxpayers can prepare 
their own returns. 
However, some taxpayers 
may require a professional 
tax return preparer to do 
the work for them. 

For these taxpayers the 
IRS offers guidance on 
selecting a reputable 
preparer. since the 
taxpayer is solely 
responsible for the 
accuracy and 

completeness of his or her 
tax return. 

A taxpayer should be 
suspicious of a . preparer 
who claims to have IRS 
^connections or claims to 
use the same computer 
system as the IRS, possess 
inside knowledge, or 
knows all the angles. The 
IRS also discourages 
taxpayers from using any 
preparer who guarantees 
refunds, or bases the 
preparation fee on a 
percentage of the expected 
refund. And of course, 
taxpayers should never 
sign a blank return or one 
prepared in pencil. 

The law now requires 
preparers to sign returns ^ 
they prepare and include 
their identification 
numbers. Taxpayers 
should double check their 
returns for these 
requirements and be sure 
to get a copy of the 'final 
return from the preparer,

Residents fear 
ghetto development 
in Navy housing 

From 900 to 1500 teenagers at Carper Apartments 
have "no recreational facilities whatsoever." 

If nothing is done to improve the situation, the 
residents fear they will have a ghetto in a project that is 
less than a year old. 

Carper Apartments, constructed by the Navy at 
Princess Anne and Salem Roads, opened last summer 
and now almost all of the 600 units are occupied. 

There are children - lots of them, because one of the 
requirements for admision to the three or four bedroom 
units is that the Navy couple have at least three children. 

Mrs. Patricia Witt, one of the residents who appealed 
to Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. for help, said that 
the children are like children anywhere, but that the 
teen-agers have "no recreation facilities whatsoever." 

As a result she fears that some of the problems the 
community has already experienced will multiply. There 
has been one suicide, one reported rape, several break- 
ins and drug and whisky related problems. 

McCoy told City Council Monday afternoon that he 
is concerned with what effect Carper's problems will 
have on the surrounding areas such as Green Run and 
Timberlake. The ladies he talked to, he said, said they 
had "a ghetto after one year." 

Council decided to have its Military Liaison 
Committee meet to discuss the problem and to try to get 
some help for the residents. 

Mrs. Witt said that the residents had requested the 
Navy to provide a temporary building, but were turned 
down. The Navy said that the city wanted the building 
to blend with the decor of the community, although the 
city denied this, Mrs. Witt said. 

The residents then asked the Parks and Recreation 
Department whether the Kempsville Recreation Center 
could handle the Carper children and were told it could 
not. 

Parks and Recreation representatives have assured 
the residents that they would staff a recreation building 
within 24 hours if the Navy furnished the facility. 

The only open spaces in the development are wooded, 
IVfrs.

"Getting this place visually put 
together" has probably been one of the 
most obvious, if not most welcome 
changes to take place at the Virginia 
Beach Arts Center within the past year 
says its director, Anthony Radich. 

Still fresh with the smell of new paint, 
the Arts Center located at 17y Arctic 
Ave. has undergone a face lift. Faded 
rooms have been transformed into bright, 
new ones. Sunny galleries currently sport 
works by artists Tony Cacalano and 
Norman Goodwin. 

"Before the remodeling this was an 
unpleasant place to be," says Radjch. 
"Now we have nice galleries. Artists are 
going to be more interested in doing 
shows here." 

Getting a new look is not the only 
project underway these days at the Arts 
Center. 

The center's annual Members' Show 
will run at the Virginia Beach Dome this 
weekend, April 13-15, spring classes at the 
center will soon be starting, and plans are 
in the making for the annual Boardwalk 
Art Show scheduled to run June 21-25. 

Add to this list of activities a schedule 
of year-round exhibition programs, 
workshops and lectures, a decent 
program and a public arts program, and 
one realizes that the Virginia Beach Arts 
Center is a rapidly growing organization.

"Arts Center members receive 
discounts on tuition for the classes we 
offer," explains Radich. "They receive 
invitations to the openings of all our 
shows, have priority on admittance to our 
lectures and tours, receive our monthly 
newsletter and are eligible to enter our 
annual Members' Show." 

This year's Member's Show will take 
place April 13-15 at the Virginia Beach 
Dome and is open to the public free of 
charge.

Grover Wright, who represented the innkeepers, said 
that the city needs a park of this nature, but that the in- 
nkeepers were against any rezoning. 

With the installation of the two rides on the right of 
way.

Red tape costs billions 

If President Carter is looking for a domestic 
issue that could prove wildly popular with the 
electorate, he could do far worse than to raise 
the banner of regulator reform as he did 
recently. 

No one knows the exact cost of government 
regulation imposes on the American economy. 
But, by any calculation, the total cost is 
staggering and ever nickel must ultimately be 
paid by consumers in the form of higher prices 
for virtually every product and service they 
purchase. 

A notable study last year by the Chase 
Manhattan Banjc put the cost of all 
government regulation at $103.1 billion during 
1977, with the vast bulk of this sum 
attributable to the regulatory web spun by 
federal agencies. 

What does a $100 billion price tag for 
regulation mean? 
In 1977, it equalled: 

D $470 for every man, woman and child in 
the United States, or $1,880 for each family of 
four. 

D 25 percent of the entire 1977 federal 
budget. 

D Nearly three-quarters of all private 
investment in plant and equipment during 
1977. 

At General Motors, more than 20,000 
employees work full-time trying to keep the 
nation's largest corporation in compliance 
with government regulations. 

In New York state, one-fouVth of a hospital 
patient's bill reflects the cost of meeting 
regulations issued by no less than 164 
government agencies. 

The impact of regulation on small business 
frequently is even more devastating. U.S. 
News and World Report noted the case of a 
gasoline station owner who spent 610 hours 
each year — nearly one-fourth of his total 
time— filling out forms required by federal, 
state, and local government agencies. 

Part of this effort, and its attendant cost ^s, 
of course, the price we pay for cleaner air, less 
polluted waters, safer work places, purer 
drugs, uncontaminated food, and other 
generally recognized social benefits. 

And yet, no one would seriously contend 
that the vast fortune expended on Che 
administration of the compliance with 
government regulations is without its quota of 
waste. Indeed, there is every reason to believe 
the regulatory thicket has become impossibly 
tangled and is in desperate need of pruning.

presents a problem, too, according to Mrs. Witt, 
because the Carper residents are on limited incomes and 
have three to five children. They can't afford Little 
League fees. 

Mrs. Witt said Carper is the only Navy housing 
development she knows of with no community building. 
They have been told by the Navy, she said, that money 
is too short and that planning has to be started five years 
in advance. 

Residents also requested the use of an empty 
apartment, but haven't received any response. 

Mrs. Witt said she held dances once a week in her 
garage and another family allowed the young people to 
use thdr pinbail machine but the answer is a recreation 
center. 

Local police have no jurisdicition in the apartment 
compound just as local building codes were not 
applicable to the government construction. The 
buildings reportedly are poorly built, McCoy said, and 
the wails are so thin that holes can be knocked into them 
easily. When this happens, residents have found empty 
beer cans and soft drink cans stuffed in the walls. 
McCoy added there are no fire walls t)etween the 
i^Mulments. They arc an "instant nightmare," he said. 

Mrs. Win is worried about what's going to happen in 
June. The situation will explode not only at Carper but 
in the surroundingcommunities, she said.

At the Virginia Beach Council meeting last Monday 
there were several things unnoted by the various 
reporters. First, 80 percent of the Council's business is 
to listen to requests for variances and to either deny Or 
approve these requests. A variance is a deviation from 
existing law and is granted where the need is clearly 

demonstrated. 

The remarks of Dr. McCoy that swayed the council 
were poorly chosen. He said, "That it was unfortunate 
that the church was built on its present site because Qf its 
growth." He further stated that when the use permit for 
the church was granted that the City Council did not 
expect it to grow. When Dr. McCoy started his practice 
he was glad to see his first patient, happier to see his 
second patient and delighted to see his practice expand. 
He must be a good dentist, albeit a poor councilman, 
for his practice has expanded and private business, 
individuals, colleges and even churches are judged by 
their growth.

The 
main argument of Rock Church being too large is sheer 
hypocracy. Every church is judged by its growth 
including the Billy Graham Crusades. I am glad to see 



this growth for it dnnonstrates that someone is doing a 
good job. Drug problenu. alcohol problems, and 
delinquency are rampant in the high schools but m oae 
seems to care wiib one exceptlM • Reck Cirnrdi. City 
Council closes it's eyes at these problems hoping they 
will go away, but makes no effort to take remedial 
action. 

The argument of Rock Church lowering property 
value is utterly foolish, I receive an increase in assessed 
value each year with a resulting increase in taxes. The 
argument that Rock Church receives government aid by 
not paying taxes was asinine. If a motion was started to 
make Rock Church pay taxes, this church would gain 
the support of every Catholic, Protestant, 
interdenominational or non-demoninationa! church in 
Norfolk, Portsmouth, Chesapeake, and Virginia Beach. 
They would be forced to ally themselves to protect their 
Constitutional rights. 

Tlie decision to deprive these girls of a home that 
offers true rehabilitation and was an affront to most 
Christian people.

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Wafer 'g^bage connection evolves 



When it was first made public recently that Norfolk 
was interested in dumping garbage in Virginia Beach, 
extreme care was taken by City Manager Roger Scott of 
Virginia Beach and City Manager Thomas Maxwell of 
Norfolk to assure residents of both cities that even 
though Virginia Beach was negotiating a new water 
contract with Norfolk, garbage and water were Aot at all 
related. 

That was before Virginia Beach City Council met 
Monday. Now there can be no doubt that garbage and 
water are definitely related. Even the smokescreen as 
large as the one that was thrown from Norfolk's 
Lambert's Point dump recently could not covei;j.up the 
relationship now. 

Scott told Virginia Beach City Council Monday that 
at Maxwell's request he was preparing a contract to 
^accept all bf Norfolk's garbage on an lotei;!^ ba^is at 
least until Dec. 31 . Almost in the same breath Scott said 
that the Virginia Beach water contract with Norfolk 
would have to be extended until that same date so that 
details of the purchase of the water system and the cost 
of purchase of bulk water could be worked out. That 
tied the two together irrevocably . 

Scott then said that he had told Maxwell the cost of 
accepting garbage per ton from Norfolk would be 
$3.12, exactly double what the city of Virginia Beach 
estimates it costs per ton to handle its own garbage. 



"I arrived at this price on the basis of what Norfolk 
charges Virginia Beach residents for water," said Scott, 
adding the final proof. 

Norfolk charges Virginia Beach residents exactly 
double what it charges it's own city customers. Scott 
added that the figure that has been offered in a new 
contract is even more than double on a bulk rate. 
Negotiations have been underway since last November 
when the old contract expired and was extended. 

Virginia Beach now wants to buy the lines, and the 
city of Norfolk has appraised the lines at about $5 
million. 



School could solve overcrowding 

The only thing certain about the proposed new high 
school in Bayside is that it is proposed. 

A study by the Planning Commission shows that 
Bayside is the fastest growing area in the city. Building 
permits already approved for Bayside Borough just 
since last July I total 2,223 townhouseand apartments. 

The planning committee is considering converting 
Bayside High School into another jurtior high and 
building a new high school. A new junior high <;chool is 
already under construction in Bayside and will open 
next winter. Until it is completed students will attend 
classes in 18 temporary classrooms at Bayside High 
School. <

Don't pay for Information 
you can obtain free! 

There's a new breed of fast-buck artists afoot, 
reminiscent of yesteryear's huckster peddling worthless 
"cure-all snake oil" from the back of a wagon. This 
time the product comes in a book, not a bottle, but it 
still lures many dollars from the public. 

A growing number of publishers have been using 
social security as "bait" to sell books that generally 
range from S2 to $5. Hard-sell ads frequently imply that 
book buyers can get "inside information" on how to 
qualify for or increase monthly benefits, or on how to 
get back some of the social security taxes paid. 

With most workers covered by social security and one 
in Seven Americans getting monthly checks, the 
publishers have a large potential audience. The danger is 
that the^e people may get information that is 
misleading, outdated, or downright incorrect. False 
hopes of benefit bonanzas may be raised needlessly. 

"Collect social security at any age" promises one ad, 
and "Find out how your entire family can qualify for 
benefits," say another. These statements are not 
entirely false, as several million children and other 
younger people now do receive monthly checks. Certain 
conditk>ns must first be met for eligibility, however, and 
not everyone at any age can qualify, as the ads imply. 

One ad urges people to write for a handbook that 
explains how to figure the exact amount of future 
disability, survivors, and retirement benefits. In truth, 
this ciin't be done until a claim is filed due to the 
uncertainty of future earnings and to the inability to 
predict when a person may become disabled or die. 

Some ads ask teasing questions such as. "Do you 
ne«J two social security numbers?" or "Should you 
shop around for benefits?" While the book may 
correctly answer "No" to both questions, the readn 
may not learn this until he or she has paid monev. 

Often the name of the publishing company includes 
"United States" or "Ameriain" in the title. This is a 




deliberate attempt to suggest that the company is 
Government-operated, or that the Government 
endorses the product. 

Some of these companies also make money selling 
long-lasting plastic or metal "cards" which contain the 
individual's social security number. Or they may offer 
to check the accuracy of a person's social security 
record to make sure all earnings are posted . ' 

Many people are on a very tight budget and have been 
paying needlessly for information and services they 
could obtain free at any of the more than 1,300 social 
security offices. These offices stock more than 60 
publications that provide up-to-date accurate 
information about social security benefits, 
supplemental s«;urity income (SSI), and Medicare. 

The social security office also offers many free 
services. The people there can help you: get a social 
security card (or a duplicate if your card is lost, stolen, 
or worn); clwck on the accuracy of your earnings 
record; estimate your benefit if you are nearing 
retirement age; help you file a claim; and answer any 
questions you have. Make use of these servica.

NOTICE TO ifee PUBLIC REGARDING REVISIONS TO RULES 
CONTRO^ilNG CONNECTION OF NEW GAS CUSTOMERS, ETC. 

After notice and public hearing the State Corporation Commiaaion eulier 
adopted "Natural Gas Priorities and Rules" which, among other things, 
promote gas conservation and prescribe the order in which service to customers 
wdll 1» reduced, or terminated if necessary, when gas supplies are inadequate to 
meet the requirements of all customers. 

Now, the Conunission's Staff has proposed certain revisions to the' rules. A 
primary revision would give the gas companies the opportunity to connect new 
customers and to sell additional gas to their present customers. The Staff 
proposes a new rule which provides: 



RULE 

- "Any gas company intending to amend its tariffs that control new 
customer additions or increases in the gas load of existing customers 
shall file such revised tariff at least 46 days prior to the proposed ef- 
fective date. The Company shall in addition file information to show: 

(a) The additional gas load to be ^dded under the revised tariff. 

(b) An estimate of the cost of any expansion in facilities to serve the 
additional customer load, if the expansion requires plant additions 
other than service extensions from main linra, and 

(c) An assessment of the effect of the proposed load additions on 
existing gas customers with respect to both cost of service and 
reliability of service. 

If, at Hie end of 45 da3r8 the Cdmmisdon has no^ otherwise ordered, 
the proposed tariff revisions shall go into effect." _______ 

A copy of the proposed revised rules on "Natural Gas Priorities and Rules" 
may be reviewed in any offlces of the gas conipany where customer gas bills may 
be paid.

Assistance suspended hvolvli^ herbicides 



Sccretar> of Agriculture 
Bob Bergland has 
suspended lite U.S. 
Department of 

Agriculture's (USDA) 
technical and cost-sharing 
assistance involving Ihe 
herbicides 2, 4, S-T and 2, 
4, 5-TP, according to 
David N. Grimwood, 
State, Consevationist for 
the Soil Conservation 
Service (SCS). 

The phenoxy herbicides 
2. 4. 5-T and 2, 4. 5-TP 
have been registered by 
the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) 
for control and woody and 
herbaceous plants on 
rights-of-way, forestry, 
range, pasture, and rice. 

However, on March I, 
1979, EPA issued j 
suspension order on 2, 4, 
5-T and 2, 4, 5-TP for 
forestry, rights-of-way, 
and pasture uses. 

The herbicides are 
widely used in the United 
States and other countries. 
"We do not wanl lo lake 
even a remote chance that 
any of our programs will 
result in health hazards to' 
Ike American people," 
Bcrgiand said wlien he 
suspended USDA 
anistancc involving the 
heririddes. 

USDA agencies most 
affected include the Forest 
Service, which administers 
the national forest system 
lands; Agricultural

ASCS to make deficiency 
payments to farmers 

Farmers who participated in the voluntary feedi 
grain program last year will receive deficiency 
payments on their 1978 crops of corn and 
sorghum according to Arnold Dawlcy of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and Conservatiori

Service. 

Payments will be belwcen to&r and six cents per 
bushel on com and iwlweca 33 eenis and 35 cthIo 
on sorghum. The checks will be issued in early 
April. 

Deficiency payments arc made when the average 
price received by farmers during the first five 
months of the marketing year for u program crop 
falls below the government established target price 
for that crop. 

The 1978 target prices were $2.10 per bushel for 
corn and $2.28 per bushel for grain sorghum. 

Even though most farmers in this area sold corn 
for more than $2. 10 per bushel, this payment is 
based on the national average. 

The guaranteed target price for corn has been . 
increased to $2.20 per bushel for the 1979 corn 
program.

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Five ways to get your lawn off to a 
healtlilerstart ^l8 spring 



'Dt. Robert Miller, ChemLawn Vice President of 
Research suggests that if you want a healthier lawn all 
year long, now's the best time to start doing something 
about it. 

1 . Vou can start with your laowtfr: If you didn't do it 
last fall, remove all clippings, dirt and grease from your 
lawn mower. A sharp blade will cut grass blades off 
cleanly, rather than shredding them. This is important 
because shredding causes your grass to discolor at the 
tips and allows disease organisms to invade your grass 
through the shredded wounds. If you hayic a reel-type 
mower, take it to a qualifled lawn mower shop to have 
the blades sharpened once each year. Rotary mow«rs 
should be sharpened several times a year. Be sure to 
disconnect the spark plug wire before working on your 
mower. 

2. Mowing: Proper mowing is essential if you expect 
to have a good lawn. Improper mowing practices can 
cause lawn problems. If the lawn is mowed too shwt, 
for example, the short grass blades cannot provide 
enough nourishment for the roots . . . and poor root 
development could result in problems with weeds, 
insects and diseases. To keep your lawu at its best, never 
cut more than Vj of the gran blade at one tlow. In early 
spring, under normal weather conditions, your lawn 
may need cutting more than once a week because its 
growth rate is faster. 

3. Watering: Watering during the spring is necessary 
only in rare instances. Here are some helpful hints if you 
find it necessary to wafer. Watch for telltale signs of 



wilting. Irregular patches (bluish green to purple) during 
the,hot part of the day. And, "footprinting" when you 
walk across your lawn— all are indications of 
insufficient watering. How much to water: A lawn will 
use as much as 2 inches of water per week in hot, dry 
weather, or enough to wet the entire root zone. The best 
time to water is early morning; and, if you can, avoid 
watering in late afternoon or evening because it can lead 
to development of disease. However, watering anytime 
of day is better than not at all, so actually the best time 
to water is when you can do it. 

4. Spring weeds: You can't see them now, but 
they're there. And the best thing you can do is apply a 
good preemergent weed treatment to stop annual grassy 
weeds like crabgrass before they grow. Broadleaf weeds 
like dandelions can be sprayed as they appear with a 
broadleaf herbicide. 

5. Fertilization: Dollar for dollar, nothing does more 
to improve lawns of poor quality and keep healthy 
lawns looking good than fertilization. The big question, 
when and how to fertilize? Because it depends on where 
your lawn is, and your grass, soil and local weather 
conditions, fertilization recommendatons vary from 
market to market. But, if you would like more detailed 
information on weed coiitrol or fertilization, or if you 
have any speciflc problems or questions, call your 
county extension service or your local ChemLawn 
branch. They're the folks who know what's happening 
locally and can give you the answers you need. . ' 



Ground covers offer solution to lawn problems 



Many homeowners in Virginia Beach have a problem 
with shady areas in getting grass to grow. This is 
complicated by poorly drained soil along with improper 
pH (a measure of the acidity). 

The best solution to the shade problem is to pick a 
plant that is adapted to shade. These plants are 
substituted for grass and are called ground covers. 
Besides adding variety to the landscape, ground covers 
help to prevent erosion. Ground covers range in height 
from about four inches to almost two feet. 

A well established ground cover usually needs little 
maintenance. Watering is necessary to help them 
through dry spells. Usually the only pruning needed is to 
remove dead parts and keep them in bounds. 

The following plants art suited to Virginia Beach's 
cliiiate, alth«ugl| variatifM ^fij^^j^wfi^cjiKMs are 



togieweed, AJuga fcpttn. Biigtewe^ Is a creeping 
perennial 4 to 8 inches tall bearing blue or purple 
flowers. It thrives in either sun or shade, is a rapid 
grower, and tolerates most soil conditions. Bugleweed 
cart be used alone or in combination with other small 
plants. Propagate by planting seed or by dividing. 

Creeping Lilyturf, Uriopc ^ikata. This grasslike, 
evergreen perennial grows to 12 inches tall and does well 
in Heat, dryness, intense sun, or deep shade. The leaves 
are dark green and the flowers are purple. 

It grows in almost any kind of soil and can stand 
exposure to salt spray without injury. Once established, 
creeping lilyturf forms a dense mat from which small 
divisions can be removed for propagation. 

English Ivy, Hedcra helix. English ivy is an evergreen 
6 to 8 inches tall. It has coarse foliage, forms a dense 
cov«^, and is often used where it can spread on the 
ground and then climb adjacent walls. It grows in either 
shade or full sun. Propagate by pulling vines free and 
cpodlng them in a new site. 

Japanese Holly, ilex crcaaM, bcNcri. Japanese holly 
is a low-growing evergreen that can be kept down to 2 
feet tall. When planted in mass, it makes a good 
medium height ground cover for small banks and 
semishaded areas. Because Japanese holly is slow 
growing and requires special equipment for 
propagation, it is established best from nursery plants.

It 
spreads by underground stems, covers quickly, and is 
excellent cover under trees and in other semi-shade. It 
should not be planted in full sun. Japanese spurge is 
sometimes attacked by scale. Propagate by dividing or 
making cuttings. 

Juniper, Juniperus horizbntalis glaura and J. 
chincnsis sargenti. Juniper is an excellent evergreen 
ground cover that usually grows I to 2 feet tall. The 
growth varies from low, spreading plants to upright but 
the plants rarely get more than 3 feet tall. 

The various species have different colored foliage that 
ranges from light green to "Steel blue and often turns 
purple in winter. Juniper grows on slopes and banks and 
|4n other sunny, dry ar^as. Propagate by making 



muttings. 
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Periwinkle, Vliininlttor and V. major. Periwinkle is 
an evergreen, trailing plant that has dark-green foliage 
and purple, blue, or white flowers. Vinca minor grows 6 
inches tall and has small leaves; V. major grows 8 inches 
tall and has large leaves. 

Periwinkle grows well in full or partial shade, is 
especially useful on rocky banks, spreads in all 
directions, and is easily propagated. Avoid high 
nitrogen fertilizer and poorly drained soil; plants easily 
rot at soil line. Bulbs may be interplanlcd to give spring 
color. Propagate by dividing or by making root 
cuttings.

Birds have very simple needs. They only seek places to 
feed, sing, nest, rest, and hide. The Soil Conservation 
Service can help any homeowner who needs technical 
assistance and advice on plantings; they need only call 
547-7171. 

SCS has a color brochure entitled, "Invite Birds to 
your Home." Information from this useful book can 
help you plan plantings to improve an area for 
songbirds.

Energy featutes will Increase 
resale value of your home

Does purchasing an energy package for your new 
home or adding energy-saving features to your old one 
increase the value of your house at resale time? 
Absolutely, say real estate brokers and appraisers 
queried in a recent survey. 

An energy-efficient home is worth five to nine percent 
more at the time of resale than a similar, but less energy- 
efficient house. 

Conducted by Opinion Researchi Corporation, an 
independent research firm, and sponsored by Dow 
Chemical Company, the survey reached 160 real estate 
brokers and 80 appraisers from 22 cities across the 
coi|ntry. 

. the brokers indicated that a well-insulated house is 
, ' worth about nine percent more than a similar less- 
insulated house. That percentage could mean $9500 
extra on a resale in seven years of a typical, well- 
insulated house priced at $65,000. (The example is based 
on a 63 percent appreciation of the price of the home in 
seven years.) Appraisers indicated, for the same 
example, that a well-insulated house would be worth an 
additional $5300 at th? end of the seven years. Both 
examples assumed a $1300 net response for the initial 
purchase of the insulation package. 

There were other conclusions that were drawn as a 
result of the survey. Home buyers were found to be 



more concerned about energy efficiency that were home 
buyers a few years ago. In the light of ever-increasing 
energy costs in our own area, this would be as expected. 
And in fact, insulation was the one energy-saving 
feature that home buyers were found to believe would 
save them the most money. 

According to a third of the real estate brokers and 
appraisers, an energy-efficient home is easier to finance. 
Also, 64 percent of the appraisers and 41 percent of real 
estate brokers noticed that mortgage lenders are starting 
to take a greatef interest in energy-efficient homes. 

The overwhelming majority of real estate brokers said 
that it helps them make a sale if they can tell a 
prospective buyer that a house under consideration is 
well-balanced. Half said that a poorly insulated house 
hurts their chance of making a sale. 

The majority of persons questioned also added that 
energy-saving features will increase in importance in 
determining the value of a house.

"To prove it will not be a negative impact." 

Wright said that the city has restrooms encroaching 
on nth-Street and is considering placing the old Coast 
Guard Station on 24th Street.

The Arts Center is also gearing up for 
its 24th Annual Boardwalk Art Show 
June 21-25. "The event will draw 
approximately 500 artists from all over 
the country," says Radich. "This show 
has really grown in popularity. 

"About $4,000 in prize money will be 
given away. Local merchants put up the 
prizes and the show is mostly run by 
volunteers." 

Radich says he can i^ee other positive 
signs of the growth of the Arts Center, in 
addition to the increasing popularity of its 
exhibits and art classes. 

"Through the city's Arts and 
Humanities Commission we can now get 
funds to rent shows from, say, the 
Smithsonian Insititution and the Western 
Association of Art Museums," he notes.

Summer brings new parking fines 



Virginia Beach is going to start its summer season 
with some brand new parking fines. 

Parlcing violations will be classified as more or less 
serious and will carry appropriate fines. 

In all cases the fines will be greater than they are now. 
The fine for all parking violations at present is $5. 

Monday afternoon City Council, by a vote of 8-2 
approved an ordinai\ce increasing the lowest parking 
fine to $6 and the fine for more serious violations to 
$10. 

In recommending the changes, City Manager George 
L. Hanbury said that an investigation of other cities 
along the East Coast and in Virginia revealed that 
different fines were based on different types of parking 
violations. He added that the Supreme Court of 
Virginia recommends that certain parking violations 
carry a $10 fine. Also, requests were received from 
several residents north of the Beach Borough to increase 
the parking fines to deter the continuous violations 



which occur during the summer. 

Ten dollar violations will include parking within 15 
feet of a fire hydrant, within an designated fire lane, 
blocking any fire department connection, within 15 feet 
of the driveway entrance to any fire station and on the 
side of a street opposite the entrance to any fire station 
within 75 feet of the entrance when property signposted, 
within 15 feet of the entrance to a building housing 
rescue squad equipment or ambulances provicted such 
buildings are plain designated, in front of a public or 
private driveway, within an intersection, on the 
roadway side of any vehicle parked at the edge or curb 
of a street, upon any bridge or other elevated structures 
upon a street or highway or within a tunnel. 

Other violations will carry a six dollar fine. 

Voting against the ordinance, which will be in force 
throughout the city, were vice mayor J. Henry McCoy 
Jr. and Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf.

City Manager George L. Hanbury 
Monday afternoon told council that he 
would recommend the city's continued 
participation in the plan only if it will cost 
Virginia Beach taxpayers nothing. With 
the Beach furnishing a major landfill for 
the operation, Hanbury said he expected 
We city's operating expmses would be 
inid by landfill charges. Negotiations 
would also have to include what disposal 
will be made of residue and ash from the 
Resource Center. 

Even with conditions outlined by 
Hanbury the climate seemed favorable few 
the Beach to continue with the program. 

DutwwhI S, Curling director of the 
Southeastern Virginia Public Service 
Authority <SEPSA) which is develt^nng 



the Resource Recovery Implementation 
Plaa, said that the project, started in 1973 
is expected to be completed in March 
1983. He said the estimated construction 
cost of the project is $127 million and that 
the Authority expects to float a revenw 
bond issue of $184 million to finance the 
plan. 

According to plan, the seven 
participating communities will be asked to 
provide a letter of Intent by the end of this 
month to the effect that they will 
participate If the jwoject is ccmipleted. By 
the end of the month the first phase, 
including 70 peroeit of the design and 
n^otiations with the Navy, are to be 
completed, he said. 

The five transfer stations (landfills) will 
be located in the Isle of Wight, 
Portsmouth, Suffolk, Southampton and 
Virginia Beach. 

The pfauit, wtei« solid waste from 
sevm Ti^watw immunities will be 
omverted into energy which will be 



purchased by the Navy for the Navy Yard 
in Portsmouth, will, be located in 
Portsmouth. The Navy will be the sole 
customer of the plant. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing said that the 
city has supported the projwt knowing 
that the Navy is the client. The Navy is 
now operating an obsolete power plant 
and must develop new sources of steam 
and an alternative to electric power 
purchiwsl fitwi VEPCX). 

Curlfi^ pmnted out that the plant will 
be accomplishh^ the national objective of 
reducing r^Q» on coal and oil. The 
Navy will pay fw 80 to 85 percait of the 
cmt of the operation, he said, with the bill 
coming to $22 million the first yotr. 

Under the worst piKsibte conditions, by 
1990, he said, the Navy will have saved 
approximately $17 million by purchasing 
energy from the facility. 

Hanbury said that when the project was 
first recommended the city receii^ two 
letters fr«n the Navy saying the Navy was 
(KHnmitted to the prc^ram. R«ir Adm. 



C.C. Heid reitereated the same interest 
recently, he said. 

Standing said that the cost to the city 
will be its garbage. Of the seven 
participating communities only Norfolk 
will contribute more garbage. 

Curiing said that the Navy will indicate 
by April 21 whether it will participate in 
the program. Once the SEPSA plan is 
open, the Navy will close its incinerator 
and boiler plant. The only alternative for 
the Navy, Curiing said, is the construction 
of a coal gasification plant. 

Since the money for the project will be 
raised by revenue bonds, the participating 
juris(yctions will not be liable for any 
debts incurred. The contract with the 
Navy will be written so that if the Navy no 
longer needs the fuel, it would be 
responsible for paying the bond issue. 

In addition to the five landfill 
locations, other participants in the 
program are Norfolk and Franklin. 
Chesapeake withdrew from the program. 



Beach budget 
proposal meets 

little opposition 

A call for a $1,135,000 reduction in the proposed 
$170,696,348 budget of the City of Virginia Beadi 
was the only opposition voiced at a public hearing 
Monday afternoon. 

Irvin A. Douglas, a member of the King's Point 
Civic League and budget chairman of the Council of 
Civic Organizations, suggested three reductions in the 
1979-80 budget and they expressed approval. They 
were Kathleen Rowe and the Rev, John Jordan who 
sought city support for Project Friendship, a child- 
ren's day care center in Seatack. 

Douglas said that the two weeks between the rdease 
of the budget and the public hearing did not give him 
sufficient time to make comparisions. 

He said that the CCO "accepted the reduction in 
the real estate tax rate (six cents on each $100 
valuation), but (that) ^hould not lull us in a false 
sense of security. The increase in the total budget is 
still 9.49 percent. ' 

"Most economists are beginning to agree that 
spending by government feeds inflation," he said. 

Douglas then produced figures and charts showing 
that city personnel since the 1977-78 fiscal year hiad 
increase from 3,840 to 4,392 in the proposed budget. 

He also said that the increases in the budget 
outstripped the increases in population. At the same 
time, the cost per capita to run the govemmmt 
increased from $498 in the 1976-77 budget to $634 in 
the proposed budget. 

The average salary for city employees increased 
from $7,786 in 1977-78 to $9,242 in the proposed 
budget. Without the additional 353 employees in 
semi-skilled and unskilled jobs, the average salary 
would be $10,049, he said. 

Before adding more personnel, he said, the city 
should ask for the mathematical model of the cost of 
one employee which can be as high as> Siii-fliittion 
duritHi a Ufe cycle "Tha^ a terribie4«bt4o4Niis oa," 
he said. 

The CCO recommends a reduction of $609,000^ in-^ 
the budget by achieving a 1.5 percent productivity 
gain. The percentage is based on national figures 
showing that workers can step up productivity by 1.5 
percent. 

The CCO recommeds a reduction of $479,000 in 
budgeted contractual services, which Douglas says is a 
catch-all classification with costs hard to pin down. 

The CCO also recommeds a $47,000 cut in the 
School Board budget. He cited as extravagent an 
$11,000 expenditure to print 5,050 multi-colored 
booklets containing information for persoimel. 

He said the work could have been done for half the 
price. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing said that of the 260,000 
citizens in Virginia Beach, he was glad "you're the 
only one" to show up to oppose the budget.

While one Christian television station per month is 
being added to the mushrooming total of religious 
broadcasters, programming content remains years 
behind mdst secular broadcasting with few exceptions. 

Which is one pressing reason why Dr. David Clark, 
Dean of the School of Communications of CBN 
University in Virginia Beach, a graduate compl«( 
associated with The Christian Broadcasting Network, is 
calling for a closer look at all aspects of religious 
programming. 

As chairman of the newly created television commit- 
tee of the National Religious Broadcasters, an umbrelte 
organization that includes more than 850 broadcast 
members, Dr. Clark will help foster the interchange of 
creative programming concepts as well as help seek a 
framework of distribution of programs by numerous 
independent television producers. 
Such an effort. Dr. Clark feels, is long overdue. 
"For the most part. Christian television is at the same 
juncture as secular programming was in the 1950's whm 
television was just getting started," Dr. Clark said, 
"Christian television has done a good Job at persuading 
and informing but a very poor job of entertaining. 
Today's viewing audience wants to be entertained and 
good entertainment can be both informative and per- 
suasive." 

Dr. Clark said Christian television began with a con- 
cept of taking the camera into the church. It has since 
progressed into designing the church for the camera by 
installing high intensity lights, conduits for cable, wiring 
for sound, etc. 

For visual impact, the church was dressed up. Lpng, 
flowing robes were put on the minister and choir, 
beautiful flowers were situated in every strategic 
location and ministers began to come out from behind 
the pulpit, walking the platform and boldly facing the 
camera with the message of salvation. 

"Somehow, Christian broadcasters accepted the 
medium as the message." Dr. Clark said. "It was as 
though content didn't really matter too much. The im- 
portant thing was just being on "the tube." Somehow, 
mysteriously, the gospel would get through. ^ 

"What programming we did show, however, was that 
which warmed the hearts of the saints but turned off the 
sinner. We were very successful at adjusting audiences 
to our faith as evangelicals but much less successful at 
adjusting our faith to audiences. 

"I do not suggest that we tamper with the substance 
of the historical evangelical Christian faith, but that we 
become concerned about the many who turn away from 
the Gospel because of the form in which it is presen- 
ted." 

One of the reasons many have turned away, Dr. Clark 
believes, is the naive assumption that there is a giant 
passive audience out there waiting to hear the gospel, no 
matter how poor the content. That passive theor y 
however, is not valid. 
"Rese^ch has shown that the audience is not passive 
, at {ill," pf.^^]^ks said. '^Aather, it uses television for 
its own gratlflcation. Wt are not manipulating the 
audience, they are manipulating the programmers. "For 
instance, one may watch for company, one for enter- 
tainment, another for information. Demographic and 
lifestyle variables also affect the way pnjple use ' 
television. The elderly use television as a source of com-

Lo and behold, the federal deficit for the 
current fiscal year has been reduced by $4.2 
billion. Did Washington get the message and 
cut federal spending? 

Not on your life. The government actually 
has bem spending more than was anticipated 
when the last calculation of the budget deficit 
was made in January. So what's going on? 

It's simple. Economic growth and inflation 
have pushed up the earnings of Americans 
faster than Budget Director James Mclntyre 
expected when he estimated two months ago 
that the deficit would be $37.4 billion. Hence, 
the Internal Revenue Service has been 
collecting more than anticipated in 
withholding tax, and Uncle Sam expects to 
pocket an extra $5.8 billion by the end of 
September. 

The high inflation rate is also driving up 
federal expeditures, but only by an estimated 
$1.6 billion for the year. So, when the new 
calculation of $461.8 billion in revenues is 
subtracted from the new estimate of $495 
billion in spending, the deficit is only $33.2 
billion instead of $37.4 billion. 

Without major surgery on governmi 
spending programs, the federal budget is 
expected to come into balance in the fiscal year 
beginning in 1980 ^ even though the budget 
by then will increase by nearly 20 percent to 
$587 billion. 

A balanced budget would reduce 
infiationary pr^sures on the economy, which 
makes it a goal worth pursuing. But economist 
Milton Friedman and the National Tax- 
Limitation Committee, among others, are 
pointing out that if taxpayers think a balanced 
budget will automatic^y reduce or control 
federal spending, they're barking up the wrong 
tree. 

The debate over whether there should be a 
constitutional amendment requiring a 
balanced budget drones on and on, but the 
tax-limitation committee is putting its chips on 
"a different kind of amendment — one that 
vv^ould actually limit growth in federal 
spending. 

Obviously this would put a move effective 
curb on the government's spending habits than 
a constitutional requirement that it keep taxes 
high enough to feed whatever programs it 
keeps on the books, which is all that a budget- 
balancing amendment would do. 

Those who are making political hay with the 
balanced budget issue may want us to think 
they are responding to popular discontent with 
big government and excessive spending. They 
aren't. 

Why not talk about the Justice 
Department's new estimate that as much as 10 
percent of the federal budget is going down the 
drain through waste, mismanagement and 
outright fraud? That amounts to about $50 
billion — enough to wipe out the deficit and 
then some.

What is envisioned by the Engineers is a beach high 
enough, wide enough and with proper bulkheading to 
withstand the effects of a type of storm expected once 
every 500 years. The storms of 1933 and 1962 devastated 
much of the oceanfront areas of Virginia Beach. 

Since 1953 the Virginia Beach Erosion Commission 
has managed to get enough federal and state aid to 
widen the beach considerably and Virginia Beach has 
been cited as a major area on the east coast where 
erosion is being dealt with successfully and adeuately. 

The first phase of the Engineers' project calls for the 
construction of a 15-foot high sheet pile bulkhead in 
front of the present boardwalk which is about 12 feet 
high. The present sand elevation would be raised from 
5.4 feet to 10 feet and the beach widened to at least 100 
feet. The bulkhead would be capped with concrete. This 
would be done from Ru(Wi6 Inlet to the end of the 
present boardwalk at 37th Street. From there to 57th 
Street the construction would be the same except timber 
bulkheading would be used. 

From 57th to 89th Street the plan calls for construc- 
tion of dunes to 18 feet and a beach elevation of 8 feet 
for 100 feet then sloping toward the water. The dune 
would be 25 feet wide. ... 

Parking solution sought 

In one of the longest informal City Council meetings 
in the memory of anyone present Monday, a parade of 
experts and advisors came to discuss subjects ranging 
from trailers parked in driveways to the usual requests 
for money. 

An ordinance will be introduced and passed on first 
reading Monday which will prohibit the parking of 
campers, camp trailers, large boats and other 
recreational equipment on city streets for more than 24 
hours. Restrictions will also be placed on parking the 
equipment in driveways or in yards in front of the house 
line. In addition the large equipment cannot be parked 
closer then six feet from the side property line. 

In most cases the new ordinance which has been un- 
der investigation for more than a year, will not cause 
any real problems, since most property owners will be 
able to get the equipment into a back yard for storage. 

The only real area of controversy is expected to come 
from those property owners who do not have enough 
room to get the boats or trailers into the back because of 
little property on the side, especially where there is a 
fence. In the RS-4 zoning area most houses only have six 
feet from the side of a house to the line. ... 



The Board of Trustees at Virginia Wesleyan College 
has authorized the award of a $980,030 contract for a 
new Science Center at Virginia Wesleyan College. 

The new Science Center is the second major building 
in Phase II of the college's long-range development 
program. It will be located in the center of the 300 acre 
campus adjacent to the new $1,700,000 library now 80 
percent completed. The library was the priority project 
in the $3,000,000 Phase II physical expansion program 
and will be ready for occupancy in the fall of 1969. The 
Science Center is scheduled for completion in August 
1970. ... 



Sewage rates adopted ^ 

Over objections of Councilman John McCombs, City 
Council Monday adopted a new flat rate sewage 
collection and treatment charge tor customers on city- 
owned lines. 

The new flat rate reduces the fee on city lines from 
$10,50 to $6 everywhere but in Virginia Beach borough. 
There the $6 fee per quarter for homes is a large 
increase. 

Multi-family units will pay the same with $1 added 
for each additional unit. Motels and hotels will pay the 
same $6, but be assessed an additional 75 cents per 
room. 

The adoption of the new rates was forced because of 
the discontinuance of the use of the city's own pumping 
station in the borough and the hookup to treatment 
plants and lines of Hampton Roads Sanitation District. 
The HRSD residential rate of approximately $4.50 will 
bring the out-of-borough charge back to the $10.50 fee. 

Dredging to provide channel 

Within a short time a plan for dredging a new channel 
in the western branch of the Lynnhaven River will be 
ready for Council approval and authorization. City 
officials say that a year or less will then be required to 
cut the channel which will connect the Pembroke-Thalia 
areas with Lynnhaven Inlet and Chesapeake Bay. 

The cost of the project is still undetermined but 
estimates range around $225,000 for the minimum 60- 
foot wide and six-foot deep channel, which would 
accommodate all pleasure craft in the city. 

Tentative agreements have been made with property 
owners along the route to dump material dredged. Part 
of the material will be dumped on a five-acre tract the 
city already owns back of Princess Anne High School. 
Residents of the area have pressured the city for some 
time to begin the project. Approximately 1,000 boat 
owners are expected to benefit. 
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A record of the earnings reported for every person 
who has worked in employment or self-employment 
covered by social security is maintained at social 
security headquarters. 

The accuracy of these records depends in a lar^ part 
on the accuracy of the r^orts made by employers. Star- 
ting with 1978 wages, reports are made just once a year, 
using form W-2 (wage and tax statement). Before 1978,' 
wages were reported four times a year . 

Employees can check their copy of the W-2 form to 
make sure their employer complied the form corrKtly 
and showed all earnings covered by social security. 

The entry in the sjmce for FICA wages should show 
the amount of their earnings covered by social security 
if that figure is different than their total earnings. 

If the employee has any question about whether the 
form is properly completed he or she should check with 




his or her employer. 

People can also check their own social security ear- 
nings record to make sure their past earnings have been 
properly reported. All they have to do is ask for a copy 
of the pf^toud form 7004 at any social security office, 
fill it in, and mail it. 

In return, ttey will m%ive a form showing their ear- 
nings for recent ytart, along with total earnings rqx>r- 
ted since they started working under social security. 

If the taifwnatioB do« not cormpoi^ wHb thdr 
owa recMds, tlwy rtoald coMact social leairity right 
•way. Tl^ should furnish all the information available 
about thdr ounings.

TCC-Chesapeake - As a means of combating in- 
flation, the Chesapeake campus of Tidewater Com- 
munity College will offer a series of tuition-free, Con- 
sumer Education workshops on June 7, 9, IS, and 16. 

The four non-credit workshops are designckl to in- 
crease consumer awareness and to improve money- 
management skills of at least 2.000 Tidewater residents. 
They wUI consist of 100 volunteers from Chesapeake, . 
Portsmouth, Virginia Beach, and Norfolk (25 volun- 
teers from each city). 

Volunteers will commit themselves to learning about 
consumer education and then, as Volunteer Leaders, 
will share what they have learned with clubs, church 
groups, and organizations throughout Southside Ham- 
pton Roads. 

Eighteen hours of instruction will be provided by 
faculty and experts in five areas of consumer education: 
money management, purchasing goods and services, 
credit, consumer rights and responsibilities in the 
market place and legal aspects of the marketplace. 

Each volunteer may elect to partkjpat^ in three areas 
of instruction. Instruction in teachmg skills will also be 
inchided in the workshop series. ' 

Complimentary instructor's manuals, brochures, and 
hand-outs will be given to volunteers. Volunteers will 
also have free access to audio-visual materials for use in 
their presentations. Workshop participants will receive 
1.8 Continuing Education units for successfully com- 
pleting their training. 

Besides studying areas of consumer education, and 
teaching skills, volunteers will learn about "Sources of 
Assistaince," (where to seek help and how to complain). 
The Consumer Education program was made possible 
through a Title 1 Higher Education grant awarded to 
Tidewater Community College. The purpose of this 
grant is to administer comprehensive consumer 
education to the community. ^

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Energy conservation in homes of future 
to come through contbiued research 
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Using current technology and building materials 
already on the market, builders are always experimen- 
ting with ways to increase the energy efficiency of con- 
ventional single family housing. Future home buyers in 
Virginia Beach and Chesapeake may well be the 
beneficiaries of such experimentation. 

Engineers of the Research Foundation of the 
National Association of Home Builders, with funding 
from the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, recently redesigned one of the homes planned for 
a Maryland subdivision to see just how much energy 
they could save without significantly altering the ap- 
pearance of the home. 

A young couple with two small children moved into 
the Energy Efficient Residence (EER) on November 1, 
1977 and another couple, also with two small children, 
moved into a conventional comparison house next door 
a few months later. 

Thermostats were set at 70 degrees F. in both houses 
during the winter, and at 75 degrees F. during the sum- 
mer. Engineers monitored both homes carefully iuid 
discovered that the EER us«I ST-percent less energy 
than the conventional home during the winter months 
and about 37 percent less during the summer months. 

A family retreat is the chief feature of the energy 
saving home. The combination family room and eat-in 
kitchen can be completely closed off from the rest of the 
home. A fireplace and heat from cooking can keep the 
retreat warm, allowing lower thermostat settings in the 
rest of the house. A more formal living room for enter- 
taining is separated from the family retreat by double 
glass doors. 

Fireplaces have been traditional heat losers. Not only 
does heat escape up the chimney, but masonry walls 
have very poor insulating value. The EER used a 
prefabricated fireplace backed on an unheated storage 
area. It also used outside air for combustion rather than 
drawing warm air from the room. The result ~ surface 
temperature of the fireplace doors in the EER was 74.2 
degrees F., compared with a 56.5 degrees F. brick sur- 
face temperature in the conventional home where a

Vestibules are making a comeback. It has long been 
Hcnown that an unheated foyer creates an airlock that 
prevents heiat loss when the front door is open^. So one 
of the first design changes made by NAHB engineers 
was to move the front door from the center of the home 
to the far end and add a' foyer. The foyer and an 
unheated storage area form the east side of the house 
providing a six-foot wide buffer area between the living

area and the carport, and shielding the house from 
prevailing winds. 

The family retreat has the best view. Large triple- 
glazed windows overiook the backyard. Facing south, 
the windows allcw for solar gain during the winter mon- 
ths, while broadleaf trees and a two-foot overhang give 
shade during the summer. All the windows have in- 
sulated draw drapes to prevent heat loss in the cold win- 
ter nights and heat gain in summer. 

The EER family found that even during the coldest 
months, sunlight striking the southern windows was 
sufficient to heat the home for six to ten hours during 
the day. 

Optimum energy savings in the EER do require some 
changes in lifestyle. Closing off the family retreat from 
the rest of the house in winter can save substantial 
heating costs. Remembering to open drapes to the win- 
ter sun and closing them at night will save even more 
energy. 

The energy saving house is also equipped with a 
monitor that tells the family how much it is spending at 
any given moment on heating, cooling and appliances. 
Once a family realizes how much some of its living 
habits cost, they can change the more wasteful ones. 

The Energy Efficient Residrace is heated and cooled 
by a small, but efficient heat pump system; the conven- 
tional home, by an electric resistance forced air furnace 
with a central air conditioning system. The EER heat 
pump is specially equipped with a heat recovery device 
that permits summertime use of waste heat for heating 
water. 

The EER house has a heavily insulated 52 gallon 
water heater, set to 120 degrees F. The comparison 
house used a standard electric 52 gallon water heater set 
by the factory at 160 d^ees F. The EER family saved 
about 50 percent on water heating, but engineers at- 
tributed most of the savings to the lower temperature 
setting.

Tips for grom^ng gnat tomatoes 



1) Gel slaHed early. 

Tomato plants require a 
long period of growing in 
warm surroundings before 
they will begin producing 
fruit for you. 

In most parts of the 
country that means 
starting your tomato 
plants indoors, six to eight 
weeks before the normal 
outdoor growing season 
begins. 

2) Pamper your seeds at 
first. You can use any 
kind of shallow box as 
long as it has drainage 
holes at the bottom. But 
use good quality soil — 
aboiil 1/3 each of peat, 
garden soil and soil, 
conditioner (sand, 
vermiculite or perlite). If 
you use a homemade 
mixture of mulch, sterilize 
it for half an hour in the 
oven at ISCF. 

Don't fertilize the soil at 
this stage, as that often 
results in spindly, "leggy" 
plants. Moisten the soil 
about two hours before 
planting the seeds. Plant 
them 1/4" deep in rows 
2" or 3" apart. Cover 
container with plastic and 
put it in a warm place 
(70°-80''F). Water only 
^whcn the soil surface 
becomes dry to the touch. 

3) Help those roots 
develop. Once the 
seedings appear, stop 
pampering and start 
developing strong, deep- 
rooted plants. Take off 
the plastic covering and 
move the flats to a sunny 
window, preferably in a 
somewhat cooler location. 

— Thts encourages the 
plants to start forming a 
healthy root structure, 
and it accustoms them 
gradually to moving 
outdoors. When the plants 
are about 2" tall, they're 
ready for individual pots 
or larger flats. 

4) Prepare your garden 
bed or container. If 

fertilizing is necessary 
(definitely yes for 
container gardening, 
perhaps not for a garden 
bed) do it a week or so 
before transplanting. 
Never fertilize at the same 
time you transplant or 
you'll damage the roots. A 
word about fertilizers: 
Don't use lawn-type (high 
nitrogen) fertilizers — 
you'll get plants that are 
all foliage and no fruit. 

Look for fertilizers 
designed especially for 
tomatoes, high in 
phosphate and potash, 
low in nitrogen. If you 
prefer to go the organic- 
fertilizer route, use bone 
meal. 

5) Move plants 
outdoors. Cut seedlings 
apart in the flats, giving 
each its own clump of 
"nursery" soil. Space 
them 3' to 4' apart in the 
garden, each in a little 
depression to hold rain 
water. Don't worry about 
getting them too deep. 

To foil cutworms, wrap 
a 4" collar of paper, metal 
or plastic around the stem

of each plant, with 2" 
above the soil line, 2" 
below. 

Firm the soil to 
eliminate air pockets. 
Water well, if you plan to 
use containers, be sure 
they are big enough to give 
the roots plenty of 
growing space. 

6) Bide your time. 

Transplanting is always a 
shock to plants, so it's 
normal for your 
transplacts to look a little 
wilted for a while. After 
they have gotten used to 
the cooler outdoors and 
have absorbed a good 
amount of sunshine, 
they'll start to come 
around. Once they're 
growing well, you may 
want to mulch them to 
conserve moisture. 

7) Stake them if you 
can. The cherry tomato 
variety sccins to pcrlorm a 
little belter if you stake the 
plants. Tie the growing 
plants to stakes to keep 
mature fruit off the 
ground. Use something 
stron but soft to tie the 
plants to the stakes — 
thick twine or old nylons 
— so that you don't 
damage the plants. 

You can support plants 
without any tying at all by 
"caging" — surrounding 
the plant with a cylinder 
of heavy cross-laced wire 
(like that used for 
reinforcing concrete). The 
growing plants lace 
themselves in the 
supporting wire. 



8) Don't overwater. 

Too much watering results 
in cracked tomatoes. 
Normal- rainfall will 
supply all the moisture 
your tomatoes will need; 
except in arid areas, 
supplementary watering is 
only necessary during dry 

spells or if you're raising 
your tomatoes in 
containers. 

9) Keep tomatoes 
picked. This tends to 



increase your harvest, so 
you'll get a continuing 
harvest of bright red 
tomatoes. 

10) Extend your 
harvest. In the fall, cover 
the vine when frost 
warnings are out. When 
winter comes, pull up the 
eiitire plant and hang it 
indoors; any green fruit 
on it will gradually ripen 
so you'll add several 
weeks to your harvest.

Flounder at Wachapreague — 
Black Drum bi Chasapeake Bay 



Well, for you anglers thai like lo calcli those 
door-mais (Flounder), I have good news from the 
Easicrn Shore and the outer banks. 

Michael Hart, a| the Wachapmxue Holel, told 
me Sunday that the flounder fishing had picked up 
and anglers had caught 35 to 50 fish per boat on 
April II. 12. But by Friday the I3ih, the bad 
weather had slowed the action a little. 

The flounder were caught on bull xuditrunx 
(minnows) while drift fishing. So with a little luck 
and «ome pretty weather you should be able to 
catch a nice mess of fish at Wachapreagge. 

Wachapreague isn't the only place yielding 
flounder. Millon Phelps of Talum'.s Tackle Shop 
al Nags Head told me that a man came in Friday, 
afternoon and had 60-70 flounder in his cooler. 
Milton said the fish were caught at Hatteras Inlet 
on squid and fiounder belly. The fi.sh weighed I '/' 
to 2 lbs. 

Milton was full of good news this week. He told 
me that they are catching Bluefish on the south 
side of Oregon Intet and at the end of the fishing 
piers on the northside. The blues being caught are 
running I to 4 lbs. but are still a little scattered. 

Millon was down al Ocracoke delivering bail 
and said he saw about 25 Drum on the beach. He 
told me ihe Drum had been caught at Iqw water 
after dark. 

A few croakers weighing I to 3 lbs. are being 
taken from the Oregon Inlet bridge. The best 
action has been after the sun goes down, .so if you 
plan to try these nice fish you had better dress 
warmly.

Boning up on soafood

The Black Drum arc already in the Chesapeake 
Bay, I have reports of several large catches being 
made at Fisherman's Island by net fishermen on 
Thursday and Friday.

It seems only appropriate this week thai my tip 
be aimed at flounder fishing, and two of the best 
bails for flounder arc Bull (iuditeons or shinners. 
When using live shinners or Bull Gudgeons hook 
them through the lop of one eye and out the lop of 
Ihe other, ihey will live longer this way and have 
more body movement in the water. This will also 
apply when using shinners for fresh water fishing. 

If you have a hard time keeping your minnows 
alive before using ihem by putting several inches 
of ice in the bottom of a cooler, saturate layers of 
newspaper with water and then place it over the 
ice. Then take your minnows and lay them on top 
of the wet paper. They should last several days this 
way.

Some facts about schooling fish

Beach projected to have 
largest populatlon 
In state hy 1988 



The population of the 
Norfolk-Virginia Beach- 
Portsmouth Standard 
Metropolitan Statistical 
Area (SMSA) is projected 
to total 877.500 persons 
by 1985. The area 
comprises the independent 
cities of Virginia Beach, 
Chesapeake. Norfolk. 
Portsmouth, and Suffolk, 
all of which are located in 
Virginia, as well as 
Currituck i County in 
North Carolina. This 
projected growth 
represents an increase of 
95,900 over the estimated 
1976 population of 
781.600 and 144,900 over 
the 1970 Census figure of 
.732,600. 

Most of the 1976-1985 
growth is projected to 
occur in Virginia Beach 
(about 57.100), boosting 
the population to 295.500 
and allowing the city to 
surpass Norfolk as 
Virginia's largest. 
Chesapeake will account 
fojr much of the remaining 
pbpulation growth 
(19,900) and will reach 
132.200 persons by 1985. 
Both cities are expected to 
continue to attract people 
desiring suburban 
residences. 

Suffolk fs projected to 
have a population of 
52.200 persons in 1985. 
representing a significant 
acceleration in growth 
compared to the recent 
past. The two core cities 
of Norfolk and 
Portsmouth are projected 
to slightly decrease in 
population to 275.000 and 
106,000 respectively. 
However, both figures 
represent significantly 
reduced rates of 
population decline 
compared to earlier years. 
These changes in 
population can be 
considered to be the result 
of variations in the two 
components of population 
change: natural increase, 
defined as births minus 
deaths, and net migration, 
defined as inmigration 
minus outmigration./ 
Although changes have 
occurred in net migration, 
most of both the absolute 
amount and the rate of 
growth in population is 
attributable to natural 
increase. Natural increase 
during the 1950's. 1960's, 
and 1970's accounted for 
the bulk of the SMSA 
population growth. 
However, primarily 
because of a slackening in 
the birth rate, the rate of 
growth in natural increase 
declined in the SMSA as it 
has in most other areas of 
Virginia and the country. 
Accordingly, the total 
population growth rate, 
while positive, has slowed 
despite reversals in net 
migration. 

While indications are 
that grtm mipntion was 
large in the SMSA on 
account of the military 
presence, net migration 
since 19M has remaii^ 



relatively near zero, that 
is, the number of 
outmigrants and 
inmigrants has remained 
about equal. However, a 
very small amount of 
inmigration has occurred 
since 1970. probably the 
result of an increase In job 
opportunities in the 
private sector. 

Employment is 
projected to increase from 
the 1976 level of about 
335,030 persons to 
407,300 by 1985, 
representing a growth rate 
considerably higher than 
that of the population. 
This is a result of an 
increase in the percentage 
of persons participating in 
the work force (defined as 
thosib employed and 
unemployed). By 1S^5 it is 
projected that 48.6 
percent of all persons in 
the SMSA will be in the 
work force compared to 
45.6 percent in 1976 and 
about 44 percent in 1970. ^ 

These findings and 
insights are ctratawed in 
an economic study, just 
released by the Virginia 
Department of Planning 
and Budget. It is one of a 
series that is developed for 
every economic area of 
Virginia. Besides 
forecasting the economic 
outlook for 1985, the 
report also contains 
demographic and 
historical data from 1960 
to 1976. 

For purposes of analysis 
the Metropolitan Area's 
employment is divided 
into its basic and 
supporting sectors. The 
basic sector includes those 
industries which export 
goods and services to 
customers living outside 
the Metropolitan Area. It 
is this sector which is the 
key to future development 
and growth, since it 
independently produces 
additional jobs and 
income. The supporting 
sector is dependent upon 
developments in the basic 
sector, for it only serves 
the local Metropolitan 
Area. 

The Norfolk-Virginia 
Beach-Portsmouth Area's 
basic sector includes 
federal military and 
civilian government, 
manufacturing, port 
related, travel trade, 
agriculture and fisheries, 
retail trade, medical 
services, higher education 
and communication, and 
state government. As a 
whole, basic employment 
is proj^rted to increase at 
a significant rate betwem 
1976 and 1985. thus 
inducing incraues in the 
SMSA's employment, 
workforce, and 

population.

"I've only had requests to draw the horses' heads so 
far, but eventually I want to do some action shots ~ the 
full conflrmation view. 

"These are all pencil drawings and are very realistic," 
says the artist, pointing toward a group of her works. "I 
also love to work with charcoal and do loose works. I'm 
not just a realistic artist. And I hope to work in pastels 
and oils -this summer. I want to develop in a way that 
doesn't reflect the commercial type of portraiture." 

It takes seven to ten hours to do a small portrait and 
30-40 hours to do a large one, Ms. Gordon says. "Some 
horse owners are picky about every little detail and some 
say do whatever pose looks best," she explains. 

"You have to And a photo that looks like the horse. 
From the photograph I do my own interpretations and 
distortions to make the drawing look real. 

"First I draw the layout, then I do the eye. The glint 
of the eye is what captures the personality of the horse," 
the states. "If I get the eye right, the rest is easy. If not, 
I start over." 

Knowing a horse's character is important in doing it's 
portrait, Ms. Gordon feels. "Each horse has a imique 
personality," she says. "I try to get to know the horse 
before I do the drawing. If that's not possible I ask the 
owner about its personality." 

Finished works, matted and framed, usually run from 
SSO to $150. "I want to keep my prices reasonable," 
says the artist. This winter she hopes to advertise in 
several of the top national horse magazines. And she 
hopes to eventually expand into another medium and do 
some bronze casting of horses. 

In the meantime she continues to study the works of 
other artists. Her full time job as a fine arts consultant 
at the Auslaw Gallery in Norfolk is one source of in- 
spiration. 

"I want to study the old masters,'^ she says eagerly. 
"Take Degas, for example. He's known for his pain- 
tings of ballerinas, but I love his perspective on horses. 

"I grew up with books illustrated by C.W. Anderson. 
I thought he was the best when I was a kid. Looking 
back now his drawings of a horse seem like the memory 
of a horse. It's funny how your perspective changes with 
time," she concludes. "You always continue to learn."

Apparently, the Wetlands Board wiO be without a 
new appointee until Councilman J. Curtis Payne, who 
has hetn ill, returns to his seat. 

Following a tie vote Monday aftepioon in an election 
between Roland Dorer and E.T. "Joe" Buchuian, 
Mayor Patrick L. Standing ruled that the matter be 
Ubled. 

A suggestion by Councilman Reid Ervin that the 
Council consider a compromise candidate was allowed 
to die^ So was his suggestion that the Council adopt 
Roberts Rul« of Order to help Council make clear-cut 
decisions. The City Code now requires meetings be 
conducted under "established" procedures. 

The problem came to a head last week when council 
members reached a more or less tacit agreement that no 
one be nominated to the Wetlands Board until a full 
council could meet. Ten monbers were present. Five 
were expected to back Dorer and five Buchanan. 

But before the Board nomination came up, 
Councibnan Oeoi^e T. Ferrell left the meeting, leaving' 
five Buchanan backers and four Dorer backers. 
Councilman R.L. "Buddy" Ri^s took advantage of 
the opportunity and nominated Buchanan whereupon 
Councilmen John A. Baumt Dr. Gaieace A. Holland 
and J. Henry McCoy Jr. walked out. Mayor Patrick L. 
StaiKling took a little longer because he was running the 
meeting, but he, too, walk^ out leaving less than a 
quorum and unfinished business. 

The vote was taken Monday with the expected 
alipunent - behind Dorer: Standing, McCoy, Holland, 
Baum and Ferrell, and behind Bachannan: Ervin, 



Donald Merrick, Barbara Henley, Meyera Obemdorf 
and Riggs. 

Ervin, in sugjgesting adoption of Robert's Rules of 
Order, said that he did not think that a recess was 
privileged when business was on the floor. 

Baum said there had been an agreement based on 
some sort of mutual trust. No one made an objection (to 
postponing the vote) during the executive session, he 
said. It's like, "Speak now or forever hold your peace," 
said Baum, "I thought we were all getting along quite 
well. I don't think the situation will come up again." 

Ervin said it would just be "much simpler if we have 
rules to go by," 

Standing said, "I should have ruled the motion out of 
order, but I guess someone would have objected to 
that." 

Later, ^s. Obemdorf said that she thought that in 
making apii^intments to boards and commissions, 
minorities should get a certain amount of 
representation. \ 

Standing said he diisagreed. 

He added, addressing Mrs. Oberndorf, that "You've 
made more appointments than I have and you've been 
on council two years less." 

McCoy discounted talk of "factions." "It's not a 
situation of majority or minority. I vote both ways." 

Councilman Ferrell then asked Mrs. Obemdorf, 
"When you get to be state senator are you going to 
caucus for the minority?"

Virginia Beach residents don't seem to want "homes" 
in theirneighborhoods. 

The two which fell by the wayside Monday evening 
were a home for the Substance Abuse Program and a 
home for the elderly. 

Two weeks ago residents successfully fought the 
location of a home for unwed mothers in Kempsville. 

Generally residents say they know the homes ar^ 
ne^ed but not in their neighborhoods. 

As a result, the Substance Abuse program's Outreach 
Center will have to remain in Atlantic Avenue quarters 
which are inadequate or start looking for i new 
location. And City Manager George L. Hanbury will 
find another use for the old library building at 22nd 
Street and Pacifh;> Avenue. Council by a 9-2 vote 
decided not to use the library site for a drug abuse cen- 
ter. 

Rezoning to permit a home for the elderly in the 
Bayside Borough was denied when residents opposed 
having the home in their neighborhood. 

Hanbury had proposed to council last week at an in- 
formal session that the Outreach Program be moved to 
the library building. He said the cost of renovation 
would be $26,000 but that it would be recouped by

Alberi presented council with a petition signed by 1 18 
area residents in opposition. 

Robert Upton, of the 400 block of 22nd Street, said 
he was opposed because the location of the center in 
a mostly residential neighborhood will depress the area. 
"It's a good program, but it doesn't belong in a 
residential area." 

He said there was parking for only one or two cars.

The former executive 
producer and director of 
more than 22 programs 
for the Department of 
Radio and Television of 
the Buffalo Area Council 
of Churches said most 
Christian television has 
not been successful 
numerically or artistically 
in spreading the gospel. 

"We haven't bwn able 
to get the Archie Bunkers 
to watch Christian 



programming," Schihl 
said. "What we've really 
been doing is saving the 
saved or as Saturday 
Review commented, we've 
'become keepers of the 
aquarium rather than 
fishers of men.'" 

Schihl pointed out that 
a 1978 Gallup Poll on un- 
churched Americans 
reveal^ that the number 
of persons confessing 
Jesus Christ as the Son of 
God has remained essen- 
tially con^ant since 1952. 

"The poll showed that 
there were 61 million un- 
churched Americans in 
1978." Schihl said, "a 
good bit more than 
another Gallup Poll that 
estimated the number of 
born again Christians. 
Hie fact is that in 1952, 81 
percent said Jesus was the 
Son of God while in 1978, 
80 percent held that belief. 

"So. during what has 
been the zenith of 
television and radio, the 
number of people con- 
fessing Jesus as the Son of 
God has actually declined 
by one percent. If we still 
cling to our so called 
mission of reaping the 
harvest, then we've plainly 
faUed."

Have you hesitated to can or freeze f^s because you 
fear spoilage? Remember the organisms blamed for 
spoilage are just doing what comes naturally. The real 
culprit is the uttinformed or careless person doing the 
canning. 

There is nothing mysterious about home canning. It 
works on a simple principle. When food inside a jar is 
sealed, it expands, forcing out the air in the jar. Then 
when the food cools, it contracts, creating a suction that 
vacuum seals the lid to the jar. Once sealed, no air or 
bacteria can enter the jar, and the food inside stays 
wholesome. 

Knowing the method recommended for a specific 
food, following the simple guidelines prescribed, and 
using the proper equipment will allow you to have con- 
trol over the quality of food you serve your family as 
well as save you money.

Jean Giraudox's fanciful comedy, "The Madwoman 
«f Chaiilot," will be performed at the Virginia Beach 
Recreation Center theatre from April 26 through May 6. 

In 1949, with Martita Hunt in the leading role, 
the play enjoyed aq impressive Broadway success and 
was awarded the prize of the New York Critics Circle 
for the best play of the year by a foreign author. 

At the time of his death, Giraudox left the manuscript 
in a virtually finished state. "The Madwoman of 
Chaillot" is a posthumous play, but it is clearly not a 
draft; The style is smooth and melodious; the movement 
is sure and swiftly paced; in every respect Giraudox left 
a finished play. Under Louis Jouvet's brilliant direction 
and instinctive awareness of the poetry of Giraudoux's 
theatre, based on years of intimate collaboration, it was 
possible for the play to be produced in Paris in 1945. 

The play deals with the clear-cut opposition of good 
and evil. It is a parody of modern finance set in a mad 
world. When the Madwoman discovers that a group of 
financiers and prospectors, like invaders from another 
planet, are about to destroy Paris to get the oil 
underneath the city, she and the madwomen of three 
other districts of Paris hold a trial and condemn the evil 
Ones. They are lured into the bowels of the earth by the 
smell of oil and the world is saved. V «,

Most Americans are suffering from the 
scramble to keep up with the cost of living — 
and of paying taxes. 

But none of us enjoys the same ability to 
provide self-relied as do members of Congress. 
The Senate came under a bit of criticism 
. recently when it scrapped the ceiling of $8,6(X) 
on outside income, voting to delay the 
" restriction for four years. Now a 
subcommittee of the House Ways and Means 
Committee is working on a bill to allow each 
representative and senator a $SO-per-day tax 
deduction for each day Congress is in session. 

Members already are allowed a $3,000 

= deduction in consideration of their need to 

maintain a home in Washington as well as in 

their districts. But the proposed dedication, 

,' which could amount to as much as $14,000 

j annually, is designed to further offset the cost 

\ ofliving in Washington. 

It could mean an average reduction in 
individual tax bills of about $4,600. 

The American public is unlikely to view the 
scheme with sympathy. Approval by Congress 
I two years ago of a $12.000-a-year pay raise for 
j members drew cries of outrage and led to 
I adoption in each House of the outside pay 

I limitations.

Gas cheaper than milk 

It appears the oil companies will have to 
i spend some of their legendary profits on 
j retooling the pumps at ser\4ce stations if the. 
jprice of gasoline goes up to'$l a gallon, as it 
jprobably will. The pumps are not built to 

{register a price beyond^99.9 centsr- 

! Why is the industry so reluctant to take the 
iobvious step, which is to start selling gas by the 
[liter, the metric measurement that is roughly 
lone quart? True, they'd have to retool their 
'accounting departments, but think of the 
J)sychological benefits. 

: Gas has gone to $2.40 a gallon in France, 
but the traffic in Paris is as congested as ever. 
Why? Because Parasians don't realize they're 
paying $2.40 a gallon. They're only paying 60 
cents a liter — and what's 60 cents these days? 

Wall Street knows this tactic well. When the 
price of a stock gets too high, the company 
declares a split, substituting two shares for 
one. This cuts the price in half, and the phones 
of brokers start ringing off the wall with 
orders. 

When gasoline hits $1 , the oil companies can 
quietly switch to liters or quarts and the price 
at the pump will drop overnight to 25 cents. 
This will send joy throughout the land, and 
convince motorists that price decontrol isn't so 
bad after all. 

Why, the companies could even raise their 
prices by 20 percent, and we'd still only be 
paying 30 cents a quart.. That's cheaper than 
milk.

More Interest may get funds 

Increased interest in the vocational-technical high 
school planned for Virginia Beach recently may play an 
important part in finally getting the project off the 
ground. 

School Supt. E.E. Brickell and W.E. Lobeck, direc- 
tor of the proposed school, were in Washington yester- 
day to testify before a Labor and Health, Education and 
Welfare subcommittee of the House Appropriations 
Committee, in efforts to shake loose federal money 
earmarked for the project. 

They sought release of funds under the 1968 
Vocational Education Act. Some S4S0 million was 
authorized by the legislation, but only a small portion 
was released. The release of funds is necessary before 
Virginia Beach can begin the center, which will be fun- 
ded by 50 percent federal money for construction iuid 
7S percent for equipment. ■; 

The school is expected to cost about S2 million with 
juujther $1 million for equipment. It is scheduled to be 
built off North Landing Road on the old Upton Farm. 
An earlier site on the city-owned Green Run Farm was 
rejected, partly because test boring showed the land 
there not stable enough. ... 

Permits continue to rise 

Building permits issued during May 1%9 in Virginia 
Beach totaled a whopping $8,308,755, better than $4 
million more than in May 1968. That total was 
S4,303,463, and was a pace-setting month in a near 
record year. 

All indications are that 1%9 would still prove to 
break all building records in Virginia Beach, according 
to assistant building official, Robert Loher. The num- 
ber of apartment and townhouse projects pending at 
present and the number expected to be applied for in the 



near future could easily make the difference, Loher 
said. 

"Money doesn't seem to be too tight here," he said, 
"And things look good for the months just ahead." ... 

MounUdn to grow faster 

Mount Trashmore, Virginia Beach's unconventional 
landfill which parallels the Virginia Beach-Norfolk Ex- 
pressway near Independence Blvd. will soon start 
growing by leaps and bounds (and truck loads). 

The transfer of about 700 tons of garbage from Nor- 
folk ... was expected to begin any day. The only holdup 
was the delivery of four pieces of heavy equipment 
needed for the job. 

... Virginia Beach is charging Norfolk exactly double 
what it figures it costs to dispose of garbage of residents 
ofjbis city. (City Manager) Scott ^d he was basing the 
figure on Norfolk "s charging Virginia ^acli exactly 
double rates for water. ... 

The landfill area attracted national attention and 
federa funds because of the uniqueness of the project. 
Most li ndfill areas do just that — fill low land. The Mt. 
Trashmore project is building a tightly compacted 
hillside for an amphitheater, park and soapbox derby 
track. 

The new facility was not expected to be completed for 
several years to come, but with Norfolk's 700 tons of 
garbage a day, Scott says the fill will be full in about a 
year. The city is currently investigating new landfill 
areas. 

A scale model of the completed project, showing the 
large theatre and other facilities was on display in the 
office of the Director of Public Works on June 1 , as one 
of the exhibits of City Hall Day. The trashheap to 
theatre project is now much closer to reality, with Nor- 
folk's help.

TBA Manpower Training Program names 
bricklaying training course graduates 
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Two weeks ago the Virgintai Beack Smb ran an 
editorial titled "Red tape costs bilUons". This commen- 
tary pointed out that the cost of government regulation 
"is staggering, and every nickel must ultimately be paid 
by consumers in the form of higher prices for virtually 
every product and service they purchase." 

The homebuilding industry couldn't be more en- 
thusiastically in agreement. It is now conservatively 
estimated that twenty percent of the idling price of ■ new 
home is dlrecdy attribntabic to government regulation. 
This conclusion was re«:hed in two separate studies 
made by Rutgers University and HUD. It's a frightening 
thought, and coupled with inflation, it bodes ill for 
every present and future homebuyer. 

It should be understood that the whole subject of 
government overregulation is not a political issue or 
even an ideological one. It's not a matter of liberal ver- 
sus conservative or businessman versus consumer. Like 
inflation, overregulation affects and hurts everyone 
throughout the whole economic chain. 

Certainly regulation is necessary. But the question has 
been too seldom asked in the past— how many 
safeguards, how much environmental protection, how 
involved a review process is enough? 

President Carter's look at the whole problem of in- 
flation/regulation has resulted in these suggested ac- 
tions relevant to housing: 

• Improve long and short term planning, so that sewer 
capacity is not exceeded, resulting in moratoriums on 
new hookups and costly catch-up construction. 

• Review requirements for developws to build roads, 
sewers, sidewalks, etc. to be surtfthat they are not 
unnecessarily onerous. 

vH»* Simplify the steps a developer must take to receive 

permission to build; eliminate duplicate reviews, 

minimize administrative costs, and limit delay. (The 

National Association of Home Builders states that 

financing and carrying charges for homebuilding 

amount to $10 to $18 a day per lot. Thus, if the figure 

Is $10 a day, a six-month's delay would come to 

$1825 in additional coste foccaclp jiew home.)

housing codes by training, certifying and licensing 
code administrators, inspectors and technicians. 

• Review and modify rehabilitation codes to facilitate 
renovation work by homeowners as well as by 
professionals. 

• Modify state and local regulations to allow rapid 
review and approval of new technology, methods and 
materials. 

• Adopt more efficient land title and property title 
record systems. 

• Promote competition among real estate firms, 
settlement attorneys, and title insurance companies, 

• Review the administration of state labor laws to 
assure that wage-rate determinations property reflect 
prevailing wages, just as the Federal government is 
doing. 

• Encourage policies that share capital costs of public 
facilities throughout the total community. 

With the current average price of a new home in 
Virginia Beach and Chesapeake hitting $60,000, the 
average income family can little afford to pay $12,000 in 
government regulation costs. Certainly a figure much 
less is more in line. 

In the regulatory area, we need an application of 
common sense and foresight, a simplification of 
language and procedure in legislation and ad- 
ministration, and an analysis of what's really necessary. 
Plus, as the Sun editorial recommoided, some judicious 
pruning of the already existing regulatory thicket. 



Completing their first step toward becoming jour- 
neymen bricklayers, two Virginia Beach residents are 
among the 14 young men and women from the 
Tidewater area who will graduate April 27 from a six- 
week pre-apprenticeship bricklaying training course. 

The ceremony will take place at 10 a.m. at the 
Tidewater Builders Association office and will mark the 
third such graduation of trainees who have entered 
TBA's Manpower Training Program. 

Virginia Beach residents receiving graduation cer- 
tificates from TBA President C. Gerald Harris are: 
James D. Whitehead of William Penn Blvd. and Daniel 
P. WhittenofPutnamRd. 

The trainees, recruited with the assistance of the 
Virginia Employment Service's Apprenticeship Infor- 
mation Center, come from all four Tidewater cities. As 
former cooks, repairmen, helpers, laborers, stock 
clerks, and maids, many of the trainees had held jobs, 
but not as skilled tradespersons. Almost all had been 
unemployed for some weeks before being admitted into 
the program, and many were economically or 
educationally disadvantaged. 

All students have been placed in full-time jobs which 
they will begin April 30, the Monday following 
graduation. Most of the apprentices have been placed 
with G & V General Contractors, Inc., a TBA member 
firm, and Union Brick. 

This second phase of on-the-job training will be ac- 
companied by classroom education which the trainees 
will receive one night a week for a period of four years. 
After fulfilling the classroom and job experience 
requirements, the trainees will receive certification as 
journeymen craftsmen from the state of Virginia. 

During their six weeks of pre-apprentice training, the 
students designed and built a brick wall as a class 



project. They completed a Red Cross safety course, 
toured Norfolk Technical Vocational Center, and heard 
a lecture by Frank Bartol of Lone Sur Ipdustries, Inc. 

In addition to offering young men and women the 
chance to learn and practice a skilled trade, the program 
also benefits the homebuilding industry and 
homebuyers of the future by filling the demand for 
skilled workmen in the building trades. 

Bricklaying is the third course to be offered since the 
program began in 1978. Classes in carpentry, electricity 
and air conditioning/heating were previously offered. 
According to Apprenticeship Director, Ray W. 
Rudolph, the next training class will begin in early 
summer. 

The Manpower Training Program is offered in 
cooperation with the National Association of Home 
Builders and the U.S. Department of Labor.

Hunger is the primary reason. Fish feed like other 
creatures and when a lure appears as something they 
would like to eat, they strike! . 

Protection at nesting sites is another basic reason. 
This is true during spawning season among fish which 
provide parental care for their young or the unborn 
eggs. 

Grwd is another reason. A fish will rush to strike 
something which it is afraid a smaller fish will want.

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22iid Annual Virginia Sait Water 
Fisliliiig Tournament begins IMay 1 



There will be na changes in the Virginia Salt Water 
Fishing Touniai^ent's list of 22 eligible species when the 
contest begins it s 22nd year on Tuesday, May 1 . 

This is the fiirst time in several years that all weights 
have remained unchanged, with no species either added 
or removed from eligibility. The announcement was 
made followinig a meeting of a special Tournament 
Committee wrth representatives of the Virginia 
Department of Conservation and Economic 
Development. 

The departmetnt sponsors the tournament as part of 
its saltwater sport fishing promotional effort. The 
tournament awards handsome plastic-coated citations, 
bearing the angiler's name and the species and weight of 
his catch. 

In its 21 years. 63,919 of the coveted four-color 
Citation plaques have been awarded, providing 
documentary evidence of the quantity and variety Of 
trophy-size fis h in Virginia's marine waterways . 

To qualify for an award, the angler needs only to 
catch a fish meeting the minimum requirements and 
have it registered at any of over 100 official weighing 
stations scattered throughout Tidewater. It is not 
necessary to register in advance and there is no fee of 
any sort. 

The 12-mernber Tournament Committee, composed 
of representatives of all Tidewater geographical areas, 
discussed addling both amberjack and swordfish as 
eligible species before deciding to leave the list 
unaltered. 

A study of swordfishing will be conducted before a 
decision is miide for the 1^ contest. Swordfish were 
discovered off Virginia Beach in 1977 and tournament 
officials are uncertain that the fishery is dependable 
enough to consider. In 1977. anglers caught 20 swords. 
Only 13 wer^ boated in 1978. including a 383 '/a -pound

Hanbury said the city had wA yet invested any money 
in the project and that if the peopte don't want it, (the 
city) will iMve them whne they are." 

He said there are other city offices which can occupy 
the building, but he wasn't sure they would meet the 
approval of the residents. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing suggested looking for 
rental property in the area, 

Coundlman Garence (ioUand said, "We need to also 
realize there is a real serious problem in our community. 
(There is) something we need to do to alleviate (the 
jH-oUem)." He added that the Rubicon Door in 
Richmond folded because of poor administration and 
misappropriation of funds. Tlie Chapter 10 Board 
indicated a need for more space. "I hope we can come 
up with some site to take care of walk-in patients. 

Councihnan Reid Ervin said, there might be another 
location which would serve without encroaching on 
residential communities. 

Hanbury explained that "the city's in the business of 
doing services." The old location is not easUy accessible 
to the elderly and handicapped and the present location 
is an economic liability. 

Councilman R.L. Riggs moved that the site not be 
used for a drug abuse center. Voting with him were 
Councilmen Donald Merrick, George R. Ferrell, J. 
Curtis Payne Jr., Reid Ervin, Councilwomen Meyera 
Obemdorf and Barbara Henley and Mayor Standing 
and Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. Voting against the 
motion were Holland and Councilman John A. Baum. 

In the Christopoulos case. Bell said that the home 
would be converted to house 26 to 30 adults. Mrs. 
Parsons {banned to construct an expensive home for 
herself on the property and adjoining land owned by 
Christopoulos was to be developed into single-family 



homes. 

He said Christopoulos has been trying to sell the 
home and had contracted to sdl it to an organization 
which he later found out was the Unification Church 
(Moonies), and dissolved the contract at a lost of 
$14,000 and $3,000 in 1^ expenses. 

He said there have been confusion and 
misunderstanding about the proposals. 

Tom Betz said he was not opposed to nursing homes 
and home^ for the aged, but to the location. 

Dick Baird, president of the Lake Sbores Civic 
League, who said members of the league represented 25 
percent of the 527 residents, said the home was 
approved by a vote of 40-13. He said there have been 
stories that there would be a gin mill on the comer, that 
there would be a three-story structure and that there 
would be a "real cheesy home." He said that actually 
the monthly charge for residents would be $700. 

Ira White, of 1924 Horse Shoe Bend, said he was 
against spot zoning. Most of the surrounding zoning is 
R-3. 

Councilman Holland said that since the rezoning' 
would not be beneficial to the neighborhood, he would 
uphold the recommendation of the Planning 
Commission for denial. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley, who said it was 
difficult to "vote against homes for various groups," 
supported the motion which was carried unanimously. 

In the earlier action on the Home for Unwed 
Mothers, council gave the Rock Church, sponsor of 
the home, 30 days to disband the home. Residents of 
Kempsville where the church, its Bible school and book 
store are located, as well as the home, objected to 
continued growth of the church enterprises in their 
residential area.

Ways to protect yourself 
before Kghtning strikes 



lliose spring showns 
that bring Uie tkiwtn are 
oiusa acccm^wikd by a 
not-ao-welcome natural 
force— lightning. Mostly 
unpfcdi(Mble, a lli^tning 
bolt strikes befwe the 
warning thunder and 
sometinies leaves death 
and destruction in its 
paUi. 

Royal-Globe reminds 
you that there are mea- 
sures you can take to 
protect your family and 
household from dan^r 
during a lightning storm. 
Lightning killed a total 
of 441 persons in a four- 
year period ending in 
1976. the latest available 
flgures from the National 
Safety Council. Between 
1970 and 1974. the Na- 
tional Fire Protection As- 
sociation estimated that a 
total of 103,600 buildings 
were struck by lightning 
causing a total of $203.- 
933.000 in losses. 

Lightning strokes may 
occur between clouds or 
clouds and earth. Com- 
posed of a number of 
separate charges, a light- 
ning stroke contains a 
first "pflot leader stroke" 
with a speed ranging 
from 100 miles pw sec- 
ond for the main stroke. 
In extrone cases, currents 
can range up to 200,000 
amperes, lasting for a 
few millionths of a sec- 
ond. 

Even if lightning does 
not start a house fire, the 
"force can cause splinter- 
ing in dry wood bouns or 
blow out windows. If you 
live in an area with fre- 
quent lightning storms, 
on open land or on a hill- 
top, you may want to 
consider having a profes- 
sional install a H ghfnjn | 
protettfon system on 
your house. Make sure 
that any system you dio- 
ose has the Underwriters 
Laboratories, Inc., 
"Master Label Service" 
which provides for fac- 
tory inspection of a 
number of faistallations. 
It is also a good idea to 
have a lightning arrester 
properly installed on your 
television antenna to 
carry lightning induced 
diarges to the earth. 

For your own protec- 
tion during a iiflhtwiwg 
storm do not stand near 
an open window or on 
your porch since the 
warmer interior air may 
attract the lightning. Put 
off using the telephone or 
tdevision set and don't 
tmich metal objecu, sudi 
as pipes and dectrical 
appliances, during the 
stcmn. 

Postpone doing the 
dislws or taking a bath 
until tlw stonn sulwdes. 
Overcome a reaction to 
run outside to pull wash 
off the clothesline or 
close your car windows. 
You could become a 
grounding device for 
lightnihg. 

If you're outside with- 
out the protet^on of a 
building when the storm 



strikes, y^ should seek a 
dqwessed' area or dense 
>oo(k, avoidini hilltops 
or hi^ {daces. If you 
can't iRnd shdfter, sit 
down. If you are' with a 
group q| people, make 
sure yyu disperse your- 
selves over a wide area. 

Bypim uni^otected 
storm dieltCTs, such as 
those Ibcated at open golf 
courses, picnic areas and 
campsites. These often 
attract lightning. Also 
avoid flagpoles, towers 
and metal fehces. Lone 
trees are dangoous, be- 
cause even if the light- 
ning does not strike the 
tree directly, the boh may 
travel through the root 



s)^em and electrify the 
ground you're standing 
on. 

Since water is an excel- 
lent conductor of electric- 
ity, do not trade or swim 
during a storm. If you 
are in a boat on open 
water when the storm 
approaches, stay low to 
avoid becoming the main 
target. 

The best measure is to 
learn to recognize an 
approaching lightning 
storm whenever possible. 
Look for large, anvil- 
shaped clouds. Often 
you'll hear thunder rum- 
ble in the distance. That's 
the time to seek shelter 
immediately.

Windmill 

generates 

electricity 

The U.S. DqMUtment 
of Energy is developing a 
new windmill^ to convert 
wind-power to dther elec- 
trical or mechanical 
energy— energy that 
could be used for deep 
well irrigation. 

A protot^je of the new 
winctaiill. called the Giro- 
mill (from "cyclogiro 
windmill"), is now under 
construction, the Giromill 
employs a new design 
concept— vertical blades 
rotating in merry-go- 
round fashion around a 
vertical central shaft. 
This design allows the 

Giromill to accommodate 
winds from any direction 
without major adjust- 
ments. 

The prototype will 
stand 12S feet high and 
will consist of a 60-foot 
steel tower structure, 
three 42-foot vertical 
blades, and an electric 
generator or gear box. 
The Giromill will gene- 
rate 40-kilowatts or 53 
horsepower— enough for 
16 homes. It is believed 
that the GiromiU could 
cost less to build than a 
conventional windmill of 
equal electrical capacity. 

One possible applica- 
tion of the Giromill 
would be for deep well 
irrigation. Irrigation 
pumps are employed by 
farmers throughout the 
plains region of the Uni- 
ted States. To power 
some of these pumps, 
farmers rely on locally 
available natural gas- 
supplies of which are 
costly and sometimes un- 
certain. The 40-kilowatt 
power could also provide 
power to smaller isolated 
comriiunities in moun- 
tainous areas, islands or 
along coastal regions 
where adequate wind 
prevails. 

Performance testing 
and verification of. the 
Giromill prototype will 
begin early in 1980 at the 
Department of Energy 
Conversion Systems 
Center in Rocky Flats, 
Colorado.

Dr. Donald Kennedy, 
Food and Drug Admini- 
stration Commissioner, 
points out that "ipecac 
syrup can be a life-saving 
drug." He says it

A ~ No, Only the insured veteran may change his 
beneficiary. 

Q - Is an election for non-service connected benefits 
under the "improved pension" program binding? 

A ~ If an election is made which does not result in a 
greater benefit to the beneficiary the Veterans Ad- 
ministration will not-accept the election. The beneficiary 
will continue to receive benefits under the pension 
program providing the greater benefit. However, once a 
valid and accepted election is made, there is no return to 
the original program after the first check under the new 
program is cashed.
